eY COMMERCIAL CABLE FROM OUR OWN COR- 
RESPONDENT. 
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Lonpon, April 17.—The reports this even- 
ing of an improvement in the Kaiser’s condition 
wre not regarded here as important. The opin- 
ion is settled that he will not live out the week. 
It was stated during the day that the Prince of 
Wales had a Berlin telegram saying that a fatal 
termination was looked for at any hour, but 
there has been no confirmation of this; and it 
appeara, on the other hand, that Queen Vic- 
toria after having a special train prepared at 
Florence to-day to take her to Berlin at once, 
changed her mind and countermanded the order 
upon receipt of Berlin dispatches this after- 
noon. I quoted London doctors last night as 
against the idea of bronchitis, and it is interest- 
ing to-day to note that the oficial bulletins also 
abandon bronchitis and speak now of an abscess 
in the trachea.

Lonpon, April 17.—A dispatch from 
serlin to the Exchange Telegraph Company 
ays it is learned from a direct source that the 
hysicians, at their consultation to-day, agreed 
aat the Emperor’s malady was approaching 
che last stage. This news has been guardedly 
' conveyed to the members of the royal family, 
it being intimated to them that the Emper or 
requires the utmost care, though for the 


mowent there is no immediate danger. The 
Ewpress has postponed her proposed visit on 
Thursday to Luueburg and Wittenberg. 


BERLIN, April 17.—The Emperor p essed a 
somewhat quieter night. ‘The Crown Prince 
aud Prince Henry rewained at the Castle all 
night. ‘he Emperor had some sleep. ‘There 
Was no change fur the worse. 

The National Zetiung says the Emperor’s new 
trouble is not a case of simple bronchial inflam- 
Maton, but of an extension of the disease in 
the larynx to the bronchial tubes, and thus to 
the lungs themselves. This new cowplication is 
the result of what occurred Jast week. The 
‘ canula, not lying in its proper position, became 
‘stopped up, aud the secretion from the larynx, 
‘instead of tinding an outlet through the cauula, 
passed along outside of it into the bronchial 
tubes, producing inflammation. 

There was no change in the feverish condition 
of the Emperor at poun. His Majesty was visit- 
ed fora short time early this morning by the 
Crown Prince. 

2:15 P. M.—Emperor Frederick now feels 
better. He slept half the night without any 
considerable breaks. He rose soon after 11, 
aud afterward appeared at the window ot his 
Dedroom. ‘The fever is abating and his appetite 
has improved. His respiration bas also im- 
proved. A more nopefui feeling is beginning te 
prevail. The consultation of physicians this 
morving is reported to have resulted in an 
agreewent that there is no inflammation ot the 
lungs anG that the bronchitis is abating. In 
fuct, it is said that there is a divergence of 
vpision amoung the doctors as to whether bron- 
cbitis hus appeared at all or whetber the fever 
and Lhe difficulty in breathing were not trace- 
able to an abscess in the trachea. If the latter 
is the cuse, it is considered probable that the 
erisis in the Eimperor’s coudition will be over- 
tome. 

Tne following bulletin was issued at 4 P. M.: 
“The symptoms of bronchitis have cousiderably 
diminished sinee yesterday and the fever has 
abated. The Emperor passed a better night, 
and his general coudition is satisfactory.” 

The Emperor was able to-duy to beac the re- 
port of Gen. Albecyll, with whom he had an 
interview lasting three-quarters of an hour. 

Lhe Emperor last evening took a dose of anti- 
pyrine, after which bis fever decreased a de- 
gree, and his condition after midnight was 
more calni. His temperature this mourning wus 
38.5° Celsius. His respiration was slower and 
his breathing was but little tmpeded. an ex- 
uwination of his lungs showed that they were 
quite Iree and that there were no symptoms 
of inflammation. Although tired and weak to- 
duy, he was able to receive verbal reports on 
matters of state. Tne physicians in regular at- 
tendance upou the Emperor will have anotber 
consultation to-night, and to-morrow there will 
be a full consultation of all the medical ex- 

erts who have been engaged upon the case. 

t has been decided that henceforth the special- 
ists shall attend the alternate cousultations. 

The Ewperor had a better day to-day. He 
coughs and spits less than yesterday, and there 
is now Dot 8o much fear of the supervention of 
pneumonia, the brocchitis being limitea. The 
doctors incline to the theory of the formation 
ot swall abscesses, which would explain the 
Increase of temperature. A new canula will 
be inserted in the Emperor’s throat to-morrow. 
The Emperor occupied most of the afternoon in 
writing. This evening he expressed a desire to 
see Prof. Leyden, who, accordingly, was called 
at9 P.M. Though the fever increased to-night 
there are no furtuer unfavorable symptoms.

THE BOULANGIST EXCITEMENT. 

JULES FERRY'S EPINAL SPEECH— 
CROWDS CHEER FOR BOULANGER. 

Lonpon, April 17.—Jules Ferry’s speech 
at Epinai, in which he declared the inteution of 
the Opportunists to support the Floquet Minis- 
try so long as it is stoutly anti-Boulangist, 
shows how thoroughly frightened the Conserva- 
tive and Moderate Republicans are at the ap- 
parition of the manon horseback. MM. Ferry 
and Floquet together could have a majority of 
the Chamber, but nobody expects that they will 
gstay long together. 

Paris, April 17.—Small crowds paraded 
in portions of Paris last night cheering for Gen. 
Boulanger. The police cispersed them without 
any trouble, 

The Journal des Débats says the election of 
Gen. Boulanger in the Department of the Nord 
shows that the country is weuaried vut aud pro- 
foundly disgusted with the conduct and policy 
of the Government. The majority of the elect- 
ors, il says, Can DO longer eudure a Governwent 
which does not govern, but leaves the country 
aprey tu the vacillatlons and dissensions of 
puliticlans and the tyranny of electoral com- 
wittees. 

The Opportunists attempted to hold a confer 
ence at Bordeaux last evening, but were dis- 
turbed by supporters of Gen. Boulanger and 
Were compelled to suspend the proceedines. 

M. Paul Dérouléde has been re-elected honor- 
ary Presideut of the Putriotic League. 


St. PETERSBURG, April 17.—The election 
of Gen. Boulanger is viewed with concern in 
official circles. It is feared that interual dis- 
orders in France will paralyze her action abroad 
at @ time when international questions will re- 
quire to be dealt with. 


JOHN DILLON ARRESTED. 
DvuBLIN, April 17.—John Dillon was ar- 
tested in this city this afternoon and couveyed 
to Collon, Couuty Louth. Mr, Dillon was taken 
before a Magistrate, and after a preliminary 


hearing was liberated on bail. His trial was 
fixed to take place at Meli on May 9. 

Mr. Dillop at Drogheda was weicomed by en- 
thusiastic crowds. He is charged with inciting 
tenants not to pay rents. Iu a speech he said 
that if Mr. Balfuur was satisfied he himself was 
delighted, but bis arrest wouid not iucrease the 
yaylny of rent. Mr. Dillon returned to Dublin 
this evening. : 

Mayor O’Keefe of Limerick (Parnellite) bas 
been elected to fill the vacancy in the House of 
Commous for Limerick caused by the resigna- 
tion ot Mr. Henry J. Gill, alsu @ Parnellite. 

Mr. Williaw O’Brien deciares that tbe arrest 
of Mr. Dillon will uot interfere with the progress 
of the plan of campaign. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BRUSSELS, April 17.—The Independence 
Belge reports that the establishment of a 
Regency for Belgium is immiuent. 
ATHENS, April 17.—The chief clerk of the 
Treasury has been arrested for embezzling 
5,000,000 francs of the public funds. 


Lonpvon, April 17.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph of Austria will welcome Queen Victoria in 
the Tyro) if her Majesty takes the Brenner 


route from Florence to Berlin. This meeting, if 
it takes place, will be the first that bas occurred 
between the Queen 4nd Limperor Francis Jo- 
seph. 

The bankruptcy case of Col. Maplesonu, the 
operatic wanager, Was heard in the Bankruptcy 
Court to-day, His liabilities were stuted to be 
£42,410. He has no available assets. Col 
Maplezon attributes his failure to the non-com- 
plevon of the Nauonal Opera House, on account 
of which he estimates his losses £30,000. He in- 
tends to submit a scheme to his creditors by 
which a settlomenut may be accanyed. 


LOUISIANA DEMOCRATIO. 


NICHOLLS ELECTED BY A LARGE MA- 
JORITY. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 17.—At midnight 
last night, when the rival factions of the city 
Democracy had completed their arrangements 
for to-day’s election, the impression was that a 
collision was more than possible. Cooler heads 
and wiser counsels at a late hour prevailed, the 
Young Democracy agreed to refrain from exhib- 
iting their armed men at the polls until a con- 
flict had actually occurred, and the result 
was an election of more than usual 
peace and quiet. The Young Democracy 
had control of some 1,500 special officers, com- 
missioned by the Mayor. Arms had been quietly 


stored at central points all over thecity. The 
armory of the Continental Guards, commanded 
by Capt. Drown Young, Democratic candidate 
for Civil Sheriff, was the central station of the 
improvised White League, and furniture wagons 
stood in the street ready to facilitate their rapid 
movements, while mounted orderlies were gal- 
loping back and forth all day, 

‘two or three times during the day only were 
these squads sent out to check any disturbance, 
but in each case they speedily returned, their 
services not being required. Early in the daya 
dispute arose ata poll in the Second Ward, on 
Magazine-street, i~ which James Byrnes, a reg- 
ular, was shot in the stomach by Thomas Nobles, 
a special officer of the Young Democracy. No- 
bles was promptly arrested. Byrnes was not 
seriously hurt, and when the armed patrol ar- 
rived their occupation was gone. Later on a 
shooting occurrea in the Fourth Ward, involv- 
ing Alderman Mauberrett and Clerk of the 
School Board Brown, but no blood was shed. 
When the polls closed at 6o’clock there was 
more or less excitement and armed squads of 
the young men were placed at several polls to 
guard the box till the count is made. 

‘the Republican Committee concede the defeat 

of Warmoth and the Republican State ticket, 
and the Democrats claim a majority in the State 
for Nichols and the Democratic ticket of 3,000. 
All through North Louisiana the Republican 
candidates and independents had been advised 
to withdraw from the canvass, and the negroes 
voted the straight Democratic ticket to an ex- 
tent that surprised the Democrats. The election 
in this city is close as betweenthe two Democra- 
tic factions, and owing to the long list of officers 
voted for and the general tendency to scratch 
only the vote in a very few wards can be given 
to-night. 
Up to midnight not asingle important ward 
had finished counting, but the indications at 
that hour were that the Young Democracy had 
carried the city by a small majority. During 
the evening James Weir, tireman of Washington 
Steam Fire Company. was shot and mortally 
wounded by George Dunn. This was whisky, 
not politics. A riot occurred late this 
evening at Kenner, a railroad stationon the 
illinois Central Road, 12 miles above this 
city. The Governor was telegraphed for troops, 
and sent back word to send up the Gatling gun 
squad. As the State has no money for such 
purposes, the Gatling squad has not moved. 


New-ORLEANS, April 18—1 A. M.—The 
indications are that Nicholls is elected Governor 
by a majority of 20,000. 


KILLED BY A MEXIOAN. 


A PROMINENT AMERICAN CITIZEN LOSES 
HIS LIFE. 

BROWNSVILLE, Texas, April 17.—About 
1 o’clock Sunduy morning Thomas M. Kennedy, 
son of Col. Mifhin Kennedy of Corpus Christi, 
the millionaire cattle king of Southwest Texas 
and one of the richest men in Texas, was way- 
laid and killed by José Marie de Esparaza, Dep- 
uty Sheriff of Cameron County, a ranchero of 
good family. The tragedy occurred near the 
ferry landing on the American side of the river. 
Like most homicides in this section the killing 


was the outgrowth of an intrigue on the part of 
Kennedy with Dona Elivira Lima de Esparaza, 
wife of de Esparaza, the murderer. Her tirst 
escapade, some months ago, was torun away 
with Manny Kepple, a well known gambler. 
Since then there Dave been many rumors as to 
her conduct. Last night there was an open-air 
ball, witb electric lights, fireworks, &c., at Santa 
Cruz,onthe Mexican side of the river. Mr. 
Kennedy took Dona Elivira to the bali there. 
She saw her husband as sbe walked on the arm 
of her escort, and smiled and saluted him, and 
afterwara, when the pair were seated near 
Esparaza, an insulting remark was made about 
him. This enraged Esparaza, and he drew his 
weapon on the ball floor, but two of his com- 
pauions seized and led him away. He then 
crossed the ferry and hid behind a large willow 
tree beside the plank walk leading up to town. 

Kennedy, it appears, feared trouble and gave 
a pistol to Gabriel O’Shaughnessy and told him 
to protect him from any attack from behind. 
As Kennedy and Dona Elivira approached the 
lurking place of Esparaza the latter stepped 
from behind the tree and fired on Kennedy, who 
fellinto the ditch. He then fired twice at his 
wife, whoran shrieking into town. O’Shaugh- 
nessy tired four Shots at Eaparaza, who, bare- 
headed, ran up the river and made his escape. 

Mr. Kennedy was taken to the Custom House 
Station. In about three-quarters of an hour he 
died. He was conscious before he died, and 
fully identified his assailant. 

Kennedy was 35 years old, the day of his 
death being his birthday. He was a widower. 
His wife, Miss Yznaga, who died afew months 
ey eee a cousin of Lady Mandeville of Eng- 
and. 

Co). Kennedy, the father of the murdered 
man, is well known in moneyed circles of New- 
York and the East. He was one of the pro- 
jectors and builders of the Texas-Mexican Rall- 
way and more recently the chief projector of 
the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway 
system, and is at present Director in this com- 
pany.

MURDERED BY A BURGLAR. 

Mexico, Mo., April 17.—Samuel Apgar, an 
old and wealthy citizen of thiscity, was killed by 
a burglar in his house at 3 o'clock this morning. 
The assassination has caused great excitement, 


and parties are now out searching the country 
for the murderer. The thief entered the house 
through a window, the catch of which had been 
thrown off by a caseknife. While ransacking 
the lower part of the mansion the intruder 
dropped a pieee of silverware, and the noise 
aroused Mr. Apgar. He went down staire and 
the burglar reireated to the kitchen, where he 
tried to escape by another window, but failed to 
lift the sash before Apgar appeured. The burg- 
lar at once opened fire, killing the old man in- 
stantly. The plunder was abandoned by the 
murderer.

THE TARIFF DEBATE BEGUN 


AN ABLE PRESENTATION OF 
THE ISSUE BY MR. MILLS. 
THE GREAT CONTEST AUSPICIOUSLY BE- 

GUN—MR. KELLEY’S PROTECTIONIST 

SPEECH—POLITICS IN THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The great tariff 
reform contest which has been awaited with so 
much interest, and which will engage the at- 
tention of Congress and the country for several 
weeks, is at last formally under way. It began 
at 1 o’vlock to-day, and the opening skirmish 
lasted exactly four hours. There was Dot the 
slightest attempt made by the protectionists to 
prevent or delay consideration of the Tariff bill, 
and so far as the records show the entire House 
of Representatives was a unit in favor of tak- 
ing up the measure. The visitors’ galleries were 
packed to overflowing long before Mr. Mills took 
the floor, and it was one of the rare occasions 
when spectators were seen in the two small 
gatleries reserved for the immediate friends of 
the Chief Executive and the diplomatic corps, 
The attendance of members was also unusually 
large, and a visitor to the House for the first 
time did not need to be told that something out 
of the ordinary run was to be expected. Chair- 
man Mills of the Ways and Means Comnittee, 
upon whom rested the duty of leading in the 
debate, was in bis seatearly. He was pale and 
nervous, knowing that he was atill physically 
weak from his recent very severe sickness and 
sharing the fear of his friends that he might 
not be able to say all that he desired. To 
the great satisfaction of the Democrats, how- 
ever, these fears.proved unfounded, and he 
was able to do ample credit to the subject 
and to himself. His desk was littered with 
books of reference, but it was noticed with 
pléasure that no pile of manuscript reated upon 
them, showing that his speech was not to bea 


written one. Mr. Mills was seated nearly in the 
centre of the Democratic half of the chamber. 
Almost directivy opposite, on the Republican 
side, sat the venerable leader of the protection- 
ist Kepublicans, William D. Kelley, better 
known as “ Pig-[ron’’ Kelley, who was to be the 
leader in his party in the opening debate. Mr. 
Kelley bas grown gray as an advocate of high 
tariff duties, and he showed no concern as he 
leaned back in his chair and read a newspaper 
while waiting for the contest to begin. n his 
desk was a single bound volume, and on that 
rested a big pile of closely-written manuscript. 

It was 1 o’clock before the routine business of 
the morning hour was concluded, and then Mr. 
Mills made the formal motion thatthe House 
resolve itself into Committee of the Wholeto 
cousider revenue bills. There were some Demo- 
crats who listened closely to this motion, for 
they were not entirely sure that the opponents 
of the Tariff bill would not raise the question of 
consideration, aud thus bring on at once what 
would be regarded as a test vote. When Speaker 
Carlisle put Mr. Mill’s motion there was a 
chorus of yeas from the Democratic 
side. Dead silence fullowed the call for 
negative votes, and the motion there- 
fure prevailed without an objection of any 
kind. Mr. Carlisle called Mr. Springer to the 
chair, and as the Illinois member brought the 
gavel down with aloud thump the Clerk began 
to read the Tariff bill. When the title had been 
read Mr. Kelley laid down his uewspaper and 
asked that, in view of the importance of the 
subject about to be considered, unanimous con- 
sent be given totaks off the limitof one hour 
imposed by the ruies on the speech of the Chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Comwmitiee. To 
the astonishment of the whole House the words 
*Tobject” rang outindeep tones from sumewhere 
in the rear of thechamber. It was the voice of 
Mr. Hare,a member from Mr. Milis’s own State. 
Mr. Hare was instantly surrounded by a crowd 
of expostulating mewbers, and a moment later 
he stepped forward with a scared Jook in his 
face and withdrew his objection with the ex- 
— that he had made itby mistake. Then, 

y unanimous consent, the first reading of the 
long Tariff bill was dispensed with and Mr. 
Mills stepped into the aisle beside his desk to 
begin tus great contest. The House became 
perfectly quiet, and, although his tirst words 
were spoken in low tones, they were heard 
every where in the chamber. 

Mr. Mills begau by referring to the various 
heavy taxes imposed during the war, and point- 
ed out that they were then declared to be war 
measures, to be kept in furce only while the 
necessity lasted, and then to be repealed. A 
generation had grown up since the close of the 
war, yet the taxes remained and were to-day 
heavier than at any time during the war. The 
internal revenue tax on manufactures had been 
wiped out. It was a tax on wealth and could 
not stand. ‘The income tax was gone. It was 
@ tax on wealth. The taxes on railroads, on 
ipsurance companies, on express companies, 
aud on bank deposits and bank capital had 
gone. .They were taxes on wealth. But the 
wer taxes un cluthing, food, and implements of 
labor remained, and every efturt mae to bring 
them down to a peace basis had been resisted 
gtep by step and defeated. Three hundred mill- 
ions of taxes on the wealth of the country had 
been swept away, and the burden of support- 
ing the Government had been put on these who 
lived by their daily labor, and this had been 
done when a debt of thousands of millions was 
staring the country in the face. The internal 
revenue tax on playing cards haa been taken off 
in 1883 and 20 per cent. put upon the Bible. 

Mr. Milis’s voice grew stronger and his man- 
ner more animated as he declared thatit did 
not lie in the mouths of the Republicans to casti- 
gate the Democrats for the failure to reduce the 
war taxes, and his eyes flashed as he pointed 
out that Republicans had twice struck out the 
enacting clauses of tariff reduction bills and 
twice beaten such measures. A cup of strong 
cottee was brought to Mr. Mills, and as he took 
occasiopal sips he seemed to throw off all evi- 
dences of fatigue and his voice showed no 
signs of weakness. Turning from the anti- 
reform record of the Republican Party, Mr. 
Mills won the close attention of Mr. Kelley and 
his fellow-protectionists as he depicted some of 
the evils of excessive taxation aud the especial- 
ly heavy burden it put upon the agricultural 
industries of the country. Calling attention to 
the fact that from 75 to 80 per cent. of American 
exports were of agricultural products, he de- 
Clared that the existing war duties prohibited 
and limited importation, and this prohibited and 
limited exportation because it took two 
to make an exchange. He argued 
that the American wanufacturer, who 
needed markets abroad as well as 
as at home would net be injured if ke allowed 
the burden to be lifted trom the agriculturists, 
and then tvok up the claim of the protectionists 
that high taritts make high wages. Mr. Milis 
wus very much in earnest as he denied the 
claim, and asserted that wages were regu- 
lated by the supply and demand. The tariif, he 
remarked, was the same in every Stato in the 
Union, but wages were not the sawe In these 
States. Coal and steam and machinery made 
high wages by increasing the productive power 
of labor. 

Mr. Reed, Mr. Boutelle, and other active Re- 
publicans did not seem to relish Mr. Mills’s at- 
tack upon their pet hobby, and they left their 
seats aud walked back and forth in the rear of 
the chamber. Mr. Mills went on to illustrate 
his point with examples from various indus- 
tries, and made his remarks so pointed that he 
was interrupted by Mr. Milliken and Mr. 
Brumm, whe sought unsuccessfully to break 
the force of his arguments. Mr. Kelley gave 
notice that he did not want to be interrupted 
when his turn came by protesting against 
the interruptions as impertinent. Mr. Mills 
raised a laugh by replying that he did 
not object to interruptions, and then went on to 
prove his declaration that it was the cheaper 
costof raw materials in England that enabied 
that country to compete with the United States. 
It was simply the fact that we were wedded to a 
higher tariff on the materials that entered 
into manufactures that made the cost of our 
wanufaciures bigh and kept us from being the 
best manufacturing people in the world, as we 
were the best agricultural people. It was a 
suicidal ' aed that closed to us the markets of 
the world. 

Mr. Mills increased the emphasis of his words 
as he gave a host of illustrations to show that 
the high tariff laid for the ostensible benefit of 
the workinmen went directly into the pockets of 
the manfacturer, without adding uw farthing to 
the wages of lator. The high tariff, he declared, 
was at war with the institutions of the country, 
aud he closed with an earnest qxbortation that 
the time had now come to do something for t 
laboring people by passing such a bill for the re- 
duction of war taxes ag the Ways and Means 
Comunittee had laid before the House. Scores 
of his Democratic colleagues rushed to bis piace 
as Mr. Mills Hnished his last sentence, and for 
five minutes botn his hands were sraken until 
his arms ached, while the chamber fairly ranz 
with applause. He bad surprised even his 
warmest frienda by the clear, decisive. and logio- 
al methoa of his arguments and the calm, de- 
liberate, and effective muannér in which he set 
them before the House. and the congratulations 
showered upon him came from tle hearts of 
those who gave them. 

When the long applause and confusion which 
followed Mr. Miiis’a speech had subsided Mr. 
Kelley took the floor with the bundle of manu- 
scriptin bis hand, Mr. Reed and the other Re- 
publicans who bad not cared to sit through all 
of Mr. Mills’s speech, hurried to their seats and 
the Democrats moved over closer to the central 
aisle to hear what the chief of the protectionists 
had to say. The sawe oxteneion of time whivh 
bad been allowed to the Texas member wus 
granted to Mr. Kelley. at the suggestion 
of Mr. Breckivridge, and then the Penn- 
Sylvanian began to read. His vVolve waa 


pitched too low to be easily heard in the 
galleries, and as it was seldom raised during the 
two hours he held the floor the crowd of visitors 
steadily thinned out until there were few left 
when the end was reached. Mr. Kelley's speech 
was a disappointment to both friends and oppo- 
nents of the Tariff bill. He made no attempt to 
Teply to the arguments advanced by Mr. Mills, 
but made a very general argument in support 
of the policy of protection, with occasional ad- 
verse comments upon the bill itself. Beginning 
with the familiar story of the magnificent re- 
sults achieved in this. country in less than 25 
years under the fostering influence of the protect- 
ive tariff, Mr.Kelley made the broad assertion that 
the enactment of the pending bill would para- 
lyze the industry and enterprise of the people 
and overthrow their manufacturing supremacy. 
It was, he declared, confessedly a partisan 
measure, framed in the interest of a party 
whose leaders were blind to the social and eco- 
nomic changes which had followed the abolition 
of slavery. This led Mr. Kelley into a discus- 
sion of the necessity of free trade for the main- 
tenance of slavery, and, after talking on this 
subject 30 minutes, he reached the conclusion 
that the necessity for free trade vanished when 
slavery went out, adding that the pending bill 
was prepared by representatives of the slave 
States, in harmony with the free trade views of 
slavery times, and with none of its provisiens in 
harmony with the spirit of the present age. 

Mr. Kelley received attention when he insist- 
ed that the bill would arrest the magniticent de- 
velopment of mineral wealth and manufactur- 
ing power and agricultural diversification now 
goiug on in tpe South, and this attention con- 
tinued while he claimed that its special objects 
of destruction were the farming industries of 
the North and South. Mr. Kelley next asserted 
that Pg epee had increased the supply and re- 
duced the cost of sugar, and he had a less inter- 
ested. audience while for over half an hour he 
talked of the vastareas of sugar-producing ter- 
ritory within the United States, closing with 
the declaration that to reduce sugar du- 
ties as the tariff bill proposed would be 
unwise and unpatriotic. Better xttention was 
paid when Mr. Kelley mentioned the big surplus 
in the Treasury and declared that it should be 
reduced by the abolishment of internal revenue 
taxes. Over 17 yearsago Mr. Kelley otfereda 
resolution, which was passed by the House, de- 
claring that these taxes should be abolished as 
the true method of revenue reform. He read 
this resolution as expressing his coaviction to- 
day. He would abolish the internal revenue 
taxes and derive the national revenue from cus- 
toms duties so adjusted as to protect 
American industries. For three-quarters 
of an hour Mr. Kelley talked about the 
wonderful natural advantages of the State of 
kentucky, praising its men and women and race 
horses, and vben showing that 1t was a laggard 
in the progress of the Union. The cause of this 
was the allegiance of its people to King Alcohol, 
which ruled Kentucky as it did the poliucs of 
the country. It was the internal revenue sys- 
tem that made whisky the king and the way to 
dethrone whisky was to abolish the system. 

The strain upon Mr. KeJley’s voice of so long 
@speech made it hard to hear his closing re- 
marks, but when he sat down after declaring his 
purpose to atand for protection and against the 
internal revenue system, he was heartily ap- 
plauded by his party friends. The only incident 
that marked the last hour of his speech was the 
fall of @ man in the gallery who had been seized 
with a fit, and who was quickly carried into tne 
corridor where he soon revived. The Turiff pill 
will not be taken up to-morrow, as that day has 
been set aside for labor measures. On Thurs- 
day, however, the debate will be resumed, and 
the friends of the bill will permit as little inter- 
ruption thereafter as possible. 


By agreement reached this afternoon the Sen- 
ate will to-morrow “ sit out” the bill to provide 
for the admission of the State of Dakota into tne 
Union and for the organization of the Territory 
of Lincoln, but no time within the day was fixed 


for the conclusion of the debate or fdr the be- 
ginning of actual voting on the various amend- 
ments. ‘The debate to-day was interesting and 
quite spirited between Messrs. Vest and Ed- 
munds, theinciting cause of which was an inter- 
jected rewark a few days ago by Mr. Edmunds, 
to the effect that akota had everything 
but * barbaric politics.” Upon this phrase Mr. 
Vest a the chuuges in @ manner greatly 
relished by his Democratic colleagues, and 
he repeatedly used it to prove ths 

inconsistency of the Republicans in their 

attitude now toward Dakota in contrast 

with their course within the past few years in 

relation to other Territories which were likely 

to send Democratic Senators and Representa- 

tives to Conyress. He instanced the case of 

Montana, with @ population of over 115,000, 

whose adinission was prevented by the unani- 

mous vote of the Republican Senators in the 

last Congress, because Montana had “ barbaric 

politics” and was likely to send Democratic 

Congressmen to Washington. Mr. Vest was not 

afraid to give tue Republicans three more 

Electoral votes for President and Vice-President 
by admitting the whole of Dakota, but he would 

not vote for the division of that Territory. He 
was confident that Mr. Cleveland would be re- 

elected President by so large a majority that the 
three additional votes of Dakota would not be 
appreciable jn the Kepublican column. 

The most noteworthy episode in the whole de- 
bate was the tilt betweer Messrs, Vest and Ed- 
munds about the Electoral Commission of 1877, 
Mr. Vest having introduced the subject by as- 
serting that if any Southern community had ar’ 
tempted to set up a Government cohtrary .to 
law, as Dakota had done, the Republicans of the 
North wonld have wildly shouted “ Rebellion, 
rebellion,” and ‘* To arms, to arms,” and that Mr. 
Edmunds, always equal to any occasion, would 
have brought forward some leyislation 
similar to that by which, in 1877, Mr. 
Hayes was seated in the Presidential 
chair by fraud. Of course Mr. Edmunds, 
a@ member of the Electoral Commission, felt 
called upon to defend the acts of that commis- 
sion, and he not only attirmed that its acts were 
legal and proper, but that nine out of every ten 
of ths people of the country were of this same 
belief. Mr. Vest asserted that Senator Conkling, 
that able and honorable statesman and leader 
of the Republican Party, had repeatedly spoken 
of Mr. Hayes as ‘ Rutherfraud” Hayes. In the 
interchange of statements which followed this 
remark, Mr. Vest reiterating and Mr. Eimunds 
denying, that Mr. Conkling had denounced the 
action of the Electora! Commission, very warm 


eulogies were passed by both Senators upon the 
ex-Senator. 


Senator Riddleberger's resolution providing 
for the consideration of the fisheries treaty in 
open session was killed to-day. Mr. Riddle- 
berger succeeded in getting it before the Sen- 


ate, and was about to make some remarks upon 
it whep he was interrupted by Mr. Edmunds 
with a motion, which was promptly seconded 
by Mr. Harris, to clear the galleries and close 
the doors so as to secure secrecy for what Mr. 
Riddleverger and others might say andas to 
what the Senate might do in the premises. 
The secret session was ovrief, but while 
it lasted a motion was carried postponing 
until next December the consideration of the 
resolution. Mr. Riddleberger declares that he 
will exercise his right to reintroduce the resolu- 
tion or its equivalent, and put the Senate to the 
trouble of again disposing of it in whatever 
manner the majority shall decide. Other Sena- 
lors are equally positive in their determination 
to repeat to-day’s action in the event of the 
Virginia Senator’s persistent repetition of his 
attempt to force the Senate into what they re- 
gard ag undue haste, or intoan awkward posi- 
tion, A resvlution of the same tenor is now be- 
fore the Committee on Foreign Relations, which 
has indicated thatitis not yet prepared to re- 
port upon the subject. : 
: 


Senator Hiscock succeeded in inducing the 
Senate this afternoon to pass a bill, which passed 
the House more thav a month ago, te pay to 


Emory R. Seward the sum of $8,174 79 for bal- 
ance due him for work done in removing rock 
at the entrance of New-Rovhelle Harbor, New- 
York.

This report was said to be founded on 
tirst-rate authority, and 1t was declared by the 
Senators that the cause of Mr. Phelps’s return 
from England was the consideration of his 
name by the President in connection with the 
Chief-Justiceship.

THE HIGH LICENSE FIGHT 


FOUR HOURS OF WRANGLING 
IN THE SENATE. 
THE CROSBY BILL ORDERED TO THIRD 
READING, BUT LACKING ONE VOTE 
TO FORCE IT TO FINAL PASSAGE, 
ALBANY, April 17.—The High License 
bill passed another danger spot to-day, and is 
now ready for final passage. It was discussed 
by the Senate in Committee of the Whole for 
nearly four hours, and amendment after amend- 
ment was offered by the Democrats, only to 
be rejected by the 16 Republicans who took 
firm ground against any changes whatever 
being permitted. As finally ordered toa third 
reading the bill is in the same shape in which it 
passed the Assembly. The Republicans were 
anxious to have it read and a vote taken upon it 
to-morrow, but this was objected to by the other 
side. It will therefore have to wait its turn, 
andasa hundred bills are ahead of it on the 
third reading calendara week at least must 
elapse before it is reached. ‘ 
Meanwhile a seventeenth vote must be pro- 
cured from some souree, else high license will be 
killed for this year. Its fate is in the hands of 
these five Republican Senators—Henry Russell 
of Albany, Henry J. Coggeshall of Oneida, John 
Laughlin of Buffalo, Jacob Worth of 
Brooklyn, and William L. Sweet of Seneca 
—any one of whom has it in his 
power to help his party out .of the 
slough into which it has fallen. 
Senators Laughlin and Worth being so bound 
up in their personal political fortunes that they 
will under no circumstances vote for it, the 
prayers of the congregation need not be wasted 


upon them, but ought rather to be devoted to 
Senators Russell, Sweet, and Coggeshall, not one 
of whom, by the way, ever expects to be a mew- 
ber of the Legislature again, and all of whom 
are churchgoers and God-fearing citizens when 
at home among their constituents. 

Lieut. Gov. Jones, when the High License 
bill was announced, banded the Clerk a tele- 
gram from the Wyoming Conference, in session 
at Oneonta, saying that the Methodist Episcopal 
Church was opposed to all forms of license, and 
that the Conference therefore protested against 
the passage of this measure. The communica- 
tion found its way among the Senate archives 
without a word of comment. It is a matter of 
no woment to the Senute where the Methodist 
Episcopal Church piants itself on this particu- 
lar proposition. 

The 11 Democrats and all the 21 Republicans, 
save Mr. Russell of this city, were in their seats 
when the day’s skirmish began. Fortunately 
for his party Mr. Russell was seized with chest 
pains during the night. Nobody more sincerely 
regretted this than the other 4 hostile Re- 
publicans and the 11 Democrats, for it left 
them with only 15 votes with which to meet the 
16 friends of the bill. With Mr. Russell pres- 
ent the vote would have been evenly 
divided, and a move ~by_ either side 
wouli have been well nigh impossible. 
The Democrats have counted upon Lieut.-Gov. 
Jones casting the deciding vote in the event of 
avy tie upon this bill, butif he persists in the 
course which he has always followed, he will do 
nothing of the sort, for he holds that he has no 
rizht to vote on the final passage of a measure, 
and has so announced in public on several oc- 
casions. Whisky and beer began the battle as 
soon as the biil was in a position where 
they could reach it. Senator Murphy 
moved, in the interest of the former, 
to fix the maximum price of whisky licenses at 
$250, and the minimum at $100. The fees tixed 
by the bill itseif are respectively $300 and 
$1,000. This was lost by a vote of 10 yeas to 
15 nays, the Democrats, save Mr. Ives, who had 
gone out tosee aman, casting the atlirmative 
votes. 

The Hessian contingent declined to give bat- 
tle on this proposition. Tbree of them, how- 
ever, Messrs. Worth, Laughlin, and Coggeshall, 
summoned their courage and charged with the 
Democrats when next Mr. Murphy gave the 
sigual. Mr. Murphy’s second proposition was 
to reduce the whisky license to $500 for the 
maximum and $100 for the minimum. It was 
lost by 12 to 16. Thus routed, whisky retired 
precipitately from view, and beer, more or 
less adulterated, took its place. Its first 
champion was Mr. Coggeshall, who moved 
to reduce the beer license toa minimum price of 
$50 and a maximum of $100. The tigures 
named in the bill are $100 and $400, and to 
reasonable men who are not engaged in brewing 
und establishing small shops for retailing the 
products of particular breweries, these tigures 
do uot seem excessive. Senator Erwin had 
charge of the High License bill, and as he op- 
posed these various amendments, he naturally 
drew the tire of the hostiles, Senator Laugh- 
lin was the first to engage him at close 
quarters. Did Mr. Erwin attend = the 
Republican State Convention at Saratoga 
last Fall? And did he remember that the party 
there trod upon high license, Senator Evarts 
taking the lead by pointing a tinger of scorn at 
Assemblyman Crosby? Mr. Erwin was a dele- 
gale, and did remember the antics of the senior 
Senator, but he placed a different construction 
upou them than Mr. Laughlin. Indeed, in his 
judgment, nothing occurred to indicate that the 
party was hostile to high license. Mr. Evarts 
thought that the liquor plauk was couched in 
better language than that suggested by Mr. 
Crosby, and that was all there was to it. 

Mr. Laughlin retreated not exuctly satisfied, 
and Senator McNaughton, Democrat, of Rocues- 
ter, addressed himeelf tu the St. Lawrence Sena- 
tor: * {[f this was a high license bill when orig- 
inally introduced in the Legislature by Mr. 
Crosvy what do you call it since it was amended 
on its passage through the Assembly ?” 

“* Well,” was Mr. Erwin’s reply, ‘I should say 
if two men were going along a street, one stag- 
gering very much, aud the other very little, tiat 
one Was more drunk than the other. The origi- 
nal bill and the one now before us are both high 
license bills, but one is higher than the otner.” 

The Rochester Senator sank down beside the 
man from Buttalo. Senator Raines read the 
prices tixed by the New-York Excise Commis- 
sioner-, showing that only a comparatively 
small number of beer saloons would be affected 
by the beer license fee of $100 proposed y 
the bill, According to the report of the 
Excise Commissioners 94 hotels pay a 
licenss of $250 each, and 109 a@ fee of 
$200 seach. There are 5,254 saloons 
paying $200 each tor a license to sell liquor, ale, 
beer, or wine; 510 which pay $30 each to sell 
ale and beer only, and 2,049 paying $50 each 
tor ale, beer, and wine ouly. The idea that any 
hardship would be imposed upon the licensees 
by the passage of this measure was, in his judg- 
ment, too avsurd to discuss fur a moment. 

While admitting that there wight perhaps be 
some justice in reducing the beer license, Sena- 
tor Sloan opposed any amendmeut whatever, 
believing that the bill would be killed if it had 
to go back to the Assembly. Senator Cantor 
undertook to controvert this idea, but Mr. Sloan 
declined to be convinced. He knew too much 
abeut the doctrine of chances to recede frow his 
position, and for. ove he did not propose to 
jeopardize the measure by placing it once more 
within reach of its enemies in the lower house. 

One after another the tour hostile Republicans 
defined their position. Senator Coggeshall feared 
for the grand old party; so did Seuator Laugh- 
lin and Senator Worth. The burden of their re- 
marks was that the Germun voters would bo 
alienated if the Republicans persist in passing a 
high license measure. Mr. Coxyesball was not 
certain that the departure of this class of voters 
would be finalif his amendment waa adopted, 
They certainly would teel as if they bad been 
discriminated against if it was not 
adopted. One would imagnie from the 
rewarks of the three nen that every German in 
the State either works a beer pump for a living 
or is ready to lose his life 1a behalf of the dis- 
pensers of pretzels, cheese, and foaming lager. 
Mr. Coggeshall was especially indignant at the 
eflorts of the Citizens’ High License Committee 
ot New-York to bring him into line with the rest 
of the Republicans. He has been bombarded 
with letters and telegrams for a week signed 
by his constituents and urging him to 
vote for the Dill It was not until 
a day or two ago that he discovered who had 
started this back fire inhis district. He crushed 
the committees by applying to it the epithet 
‘* men-milliners,” and notitied it that he should 
continue to discharge his duty in accordance 
with his “ convictions.” Convictions come high 
some times. The brewers kept an accurate ac- 
count with their “ friends” all over the State 
last Fall, aud when Mr. Coggeshall’s canvass 
was in a critical condition they dropped $5,000 
in bis district. 

Whisky now having been bowled out and beer 
having had its say, barley got upon its legs. 
Senator Sweet, the fourth Republican, 
has po Germanvote in his district to moilify, 
but as he assured bis associates, his is a varley- 
growing district. Indeed one-half of his con- 
stituents might be said to be engaged in raising 
this glorious anon of the soil. Barley thought 
that the beer license ought to be reduced as pro- 
posed by Senator Coggeshall. The passage of 
the bill in ite present shape would, he feared, 
prevent the Republicans carrying the State this 
Fall. Therefore his duty to barley, to himself, 
and to the grand old party compelled him to 
support the amendment. 

Sevator Raines devoted some little thought to 
the remarks of Mr. Laughlin. Were he a German 
voter, he said, in the district of either that gen- 
tleman or of Senavwr Worth he should go 
be delivered from any euch advouwate. e 
fee of $100 OF nn by tne bili would, 

he caloulated, increase the price of 
licenses in New-York har for instance, 
about 17 cents a day, a are that repre- 
sents the protita on about tive glasses of 
beer. The mumber of saioon keepers who 


| 
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would be affected would, according to the fig- 
ures already presented by him, be about 2,500. 
If an increase of 17 cents a day would drive 
these 2,500 men out of the Republican Party, 
then it was time they should go. He did not 
think the passage of the bill would drive the 
Buffalo Germans out of the party, though he 
could understand how the renomination of Sen- 
ator Laughlin might have some such effect. 

The four special pleaders having concluded, a 
vote was ordered on the Coggeshall amendment. 
Senators Dean and Low had stepped iuto the 
lobby to see vieiting constituents, and Senator 
Van Cott, who was occupying the presiding 
officer’s chair, forgot to manifest his pres- 
ence by the usual sign. To the aston- 
ishment of all, the count showed 14 af- 
firmative’ and only 13 _ negative] vetes. 
Before the Republicans could discover where 
the gaps were Senator Murphy had the floor 
and refused to yiela to Mr. Erwin, who was de- 
manding that the vote be reconsidered. Mr. 
Murphy had mapped outascheme of amend- 
ments. The 16 Republicans had all rallied now. 
and it was promptly killed by 16 to 15. 

Then there was wu recousideration of the vote 
on the Coggeshall amendment, and beer went 
down with a rush by 151016. Thereadingof the 
bill through by the Clerk was then continued. 
When its third section was reached Senator 
Stadler had an amendment to offer. He wanted 
the minimum license of the druggists 
reduced from $200 to $50 and _ the 
maximum of $500 abolished altogether. 
The amendment was trampled under foot. Sen- 
ator McNaughton wanted to alleviate the feel- 
ings of druggists who sell in half-eallon quan- 
tities by providing # special license for them, 
but the Repubdlicans voted it down, possi- 
bly being skeptical about the existence 
of druggists who sell any such limited 
quantities. It now occurred to Mr. Cantor and 
his associates that no amendments whatever 
would be allowed to be made, andas it was near- 
ly 4 o’clock they very reluctantly decided to do 
no more tighting. The bill was accordingly pro- 
gressed, and placed upon the third reading cal- 
endar by the same familiar vote as follows, Re- 
publicans in Roman, Democrats in i&tlics:

Mr. Erwin moved that it be read to-morrow, 
but, of course, failed to get the two-thirds vote 
necessary to dispose of it out of its order. 


IN A DEADLY QUARREL. 


ONE -BROTHER-IN-LAW SHOT AND AN- 
OTHER FATALLY INJURED. 

DANBURY, Conn., April 17.—W. H. Haw- 
ley, one of the leading druggists of this place, 
this morning shot and fatally wounded his 
brother-in-law, Virgil Barnum, in Hawley’s resi- 
dence. He fired five shots at Barnum, two of 
which took effect. The shooting was the out- 
come of a family quarrel. The affair has caused 
& great sensation, the principals being men mov- 
ing in the best society and well known in social 
and business circles. Hawley is prominently 
known in the drug business. Some five years ago 
he married Barnum’s sister, who had twice pre- 
viously been married and divorced. At the 
time of her marriage to Hawley she owned two 
drug stores, one of which Hawley has since con- 


ducted. Since the marriage they have lived un- 
happily together. 

The wounded man was taken to his residence. 
Barnum is 45 years old anda member of the 
Methodist Church, W. H. Hawley is several 
years younger, andisa son of Henry Hawley, 
who conducts the Union Hall Mission. He is 
one of the wealthiest men in the State. 

Late this evening Mr. Barnum was satill alive, 
but was not expected to survive thenight. Haw- 
ley suffers from a fracture of the skull, the re- 
sult of the kick by Barnum, and is not expected 
to live. Heis under urrest at his house. The 
only witness to the shooting is Mrs. Hawley. 
Each of the principals in the tragedy charges the 
other with beginning*the assault. 

Following is the substance of Barnum’s ante- 
— Statement, taken by Deputy Coroner 

e. 

**T called on my sister this morning to request 
her to attend the funeral of our uncle. She said 
she could not go; that her husband had been 
again abusing her. I told her he must not strike 
her.

JOINED THE CANADIAN COLONY. 

PitTsBuRG, Penn., April 17.—‘ Jack” 
Hazzard, Teller of the Fort Pitt Bank, is missing. 
One of his last official acts on Savurday was to 
have acheck cashed at the Allegheny National 
Bank for $5,000. This is nothing unusual, since 
it is acommon occurrence for Cashiers and Tel- 
lers to pass checks currentat neighboring banks 
for such currency as may not bein plenitude in 
their own institutions. Thenitis understood thas 
while passing the check over the Allegheny 
National Bank counter it was done 
with the statement that “Twenties and 
tens were scarce” Tge transactions did not 


excite the least comment. The check appeared 
at the Clearing House on Monday and excited 
the natural comment on being dishouored. Mr. 
Hazzard, who drew the check and collected upon 
it, Was absent, and only after the Clearing 
House management met and laid down the rules 
it was decided that the Fort Pitt Bank must 
bear the burden. Mr. Hazzard could nowhere 
be found, and no trail could be secured other 
than that he was seen in the city early on Sun- 
day worning and was supposed to have crossed 
the Canadian border to the provinces. 

This he did not do, however, without leaving 
@ rewulnder of his shortcomings ip the shape of a 
note in which he said he had appropriated 
$1,000 previously, making the total $6,0VU0, and 
inclosed was a judgment note for the amount 
covering the deficiency. Coupled with this is 
an intimation that on even date with the cash- 
ing of the check at the Ailegheny National 
checks Were cashed at other banks. This, how- 
ever, the ollicials of the bank in which 
he was employed deny. D. Leet Wilson, 
Cashier of the Fort Pitt Bank, said 
this afternoon: ‘*The amount is only $6,000 
and the bank is fully secured. His bondsmen 
are liable, und he las property of hisown. I 
can’t understand what made him go away, for if 
he wanted $6,000 I could have gotit for him 
this afternoon. The books were audited last 
night, and we found the amount was only 
$6,000.” 

Mr. Hazzard, it is understood, has property 
here andat Monongahela City valued ut sume- 
thing over $6,000. He is not above 38 years and 
is unmarried. He was Secretary of the Bank- 
ers and Bank Clerks’ Association, and was al- 
ways a leading spiritin any movement for the 
betterment of the younger members of the bank- 
ers’ fraternity. 
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AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL LAW. 

CoLuMBvts, Ohio, April 17.—The Supreme 
Court to-day handed down an important decis- 
ion. It was in the case of Robert Patterson, a 
Miami County prisoner in the penitentiary, sent 
up on a five years’ sentence for burglary, which 
sentence will expire in 1890. This being Patter- 
son's third or fourth term, he was marked for 
retention as a life prisoner under the act intro- 


duced by Allen O. Myers when a member of the 
Legislature from this county. That act was 
based upon the principle that a man who is con- 
victed of three separate and successive crimes 
is a contirmed criminal, and should be restrained 
of his liberty for the good of society. The at- 
torney tor Pattergon took the case to the Su- 
preme Court for ube purpose of testing the con- 
stitutionality of the act. The court decided 
that the law is unconstitutional, and Patterson 
will therefore be released at the expiration of 
his legitimate sentence.

ROSCOE CONKLING DEAD 


THE END COMES AT 1:0 THIS 
MORNING. 
UNCONSCIOUS NEARLY ALI DAY YESTER< 

DAY—HOPE ABANDONED EARLY—= 
RELATIVES EXPECTING THE END FOR 
HOURS. 

Roscoe Conkling died at 1:50 o’clock this 
morning at his apartments in tne Hoffman 
House. In the circle gathered around his death~- 
bed were his wife, his daughter, Mra. Oakman, 
and his nephews, Aldermen Alfred R. Conkling 
ani Judge Alfrea C. Coxe. His last momentd 
were passed in unconsciousness. 

In the blizzard of March 12 Mr. Conkling 
walked from his office at 10 Wali-street to the 
New-York Clubhouse at the upper end of Madi- 
son-square. For a few days thereafter ha 
ignored the slight cold in the left side of the 
head, and when finally medical assistance was 
called for by him he yielded only a par 
tial obedience to his physician, and 
continued the pursuit of his exten- 
sive law business. Two weeks ago last 
Saturday, however, Mr. Conkling was compelled 
to take to his bed. This annoyed him, for he 
had always been proud of bis physical perfec- 
tion. On Monday week it was found neces- 
sary by the physicians in attendance ta 
open the mastoid process where, according 
to the'r diagnosis, an abscess was forming. Thea 
operation justitied them, and the openiug of the 
skull permitted a free off-flow of the pus which 
had gathered. The operation was a necessity, 
for the abscess, it was discovered, had becun toa 
press dangerously upon the membranes of tho 
brain, and unless speedily removed death would 
have ensued ina few hours. From the time the 
operation was performed, however, hope 
for Mr. Conkling’s recovery was based 
only on his extraordinary vitality. Signs 
of ‘the end became apparent e¢ery. 
Delirium began overa week ago and gradually 
developed into unconsciousness and coma. Only 
at long intervals,and then for a few seconds 
did the pressure lift from the brain and con- 
sciousness return so that the sufferer could rec 
ognize his wife or other attendants who wera 
constantly at his side. All that medical 
skill could do to postpone the final 
end was done for him, but without avail. 
At midnight his extremities were cold and ths 
death damp had begun to settle upon his brow. 
His breath came in rapid and almost unob- 
servable puffs, the heart beat softly and slow, 
the flickering flame of life grew less and less 
until the oil of life had all run out, and with a 
last, low, almost imperceptible sigh, his spirit 
passed away. 

Mr. Conkling will be buried at Utica Ar- 
rangements for the funeral will be made by the 
family to-day. ? 

HOW THE LAST DAY PASSED. 
CALLERS UNDE RsTOOD 
THAT THE END WAS NEAR. 


Just after noon yesterday pulmonary 
cedema set in, the heart began to fail, the vital 
powers to weaken, and from that time the fatal 
termination of Mr. Conkling’s long struggle with 
the angel of death was only a question of a short 
time. The day was one of despairing anxiety 
and suspense to all the faithful watchers by the 
bedside of the dying man. When Dr. Fordyce 
Barker came for his first call, at 9:15 A. M., ho 
saw that, despite the encouraging symptoms of 
the previous day and the brave utterance of 
the great man, saying “I will supply the vital- 
ity.” there had come over him a change which 
boded no good. The symptoms which were 
present when the patient was still in pos- 
session of a portion of his great natural 
strength, such as raving, coughing, and 
throwing about the arms, in response 
to the nervous excitement which the physician 
called subsultas, were absent, and his sieep ap- 
parently had been less disturbed than fur sev- 
eral previous nights. He had partaken freely 
of nourishment, but this in obedience to the in- 
junction that he must take it in order to gain 
the strength necessary to overcome the disease. 
All waa in vain, however, for the vital powers 
were cvertaxed; they were not equal to the as- 
similation of food, and the heart began to beat 
irregularly and faintly. 

Dr. Barker said he thought Mr. Conkling had 
recognized him, for he reached out his hand to 
him; but ke was not sure—the patient did not 
epeak. Hecould not be aroused from the co 
matose state into which he seemed to be sinkins. 
The wound was not operated upoa. It was 
suppurating freely, and was more inflamed than 
it had been at any time previously. It was 
found necessary to administer strong medicines 
to the patient to prevent acongestion of tha 
bowels, and these, it was apprehended, would 
create a nervous activity uader which the tem- 
perature and pulse might rise. 

The afternoon brought the crisis and the de- 
velopment of the last fatal symptoms of the 
disease. Dr. Barker did not arrive for his sec- 
ond call until about 3 o’clock. He remained 
about 40 minutes, and when he left the bedside 
of his patient he said: ‘ Well, Mr. Conkling is 
sinking very fast. CG:dema set in at 12:30. 
That means the settling of the blood in ths 
lungs. His temperature and pulse are rising 
very fast and his breath is coming shorter all 
the time. He is uncouscious and cannot take 
apy further nutrition. [ am afraid the end is 
near. He may live until morning and be may 
go at any moment. There is no louger avy 
hope.” 2 s 

Dr. Barker called again at 5:25, and remained 
five minutes. When he again appeared hiv 
story could be read in the anxious aud careworn 
face. He suid: ** Well, he is sinking very fast. 
His lungs are filling up faster and faster, anid hé 
is beginning to struggle in his breathing, casp- 
ing in short and quick attempts to breathe. He 
will probably’ die in a few hours. There ix % 
gradual failing of tbe vital powers. He ag 
been exerting all his vitality tou overcome he 
disease, but that is fast failing him. He iw.y 
live until morping, but is likely to gv off before 
midnight. You can’t tell though. He may ga 
ot at any moment.” ; 

All day long a constant stream of visitors 
came tu inquire and leave their cards. Judge 
shipman lert the house about 4 o’clock, beavy- 
hearted and hopeless. Among other callers

With grief and sorrow I now an- 
nounce his death, and I beg leave, Sir, to sub- | 
mit the following resolutions, which I will read 
myself:

MR. CONKLING’S CAREER, 

The name vf Roscoe Conkling is one that 
will live in this State. No more striking person- 
ality ever appeared in the arena of New-York 
polities. From his youth until death claimed 
him he stood in the glare of publicity. In all 
that time no breath touched bis integrity. Re- 
tirement from official station hardly lessened 
public interest in the man. On thé contrary, it 
of -red him opportunity to shine in his profes- 
sion. The adulation of politicians he may have 
fost, though not wholly, but he won the 
esteem and respect of many whose 
good opinion is commanded only by 
sterling merit, displaved away from the 
glamour of politics. In his public relations Mr. 
Conkling impressed himself upon the Nation as 
a leader of rare ability, strong courage, and 
With a readipess and facility in debate alike 
unique and convincing. He emerget from 
polities with no reputation except that won in 
public strife. This kind of reputation impeded 
rather than helped him. He set out to make for 
hituself a place among lawyers that would 
give him such rank in the profession of his 
‘noice as he had enjoyed inthe place assigned 
tim by his constituents. Within three years 
the country knew that he stood deservedly 
ainony the leaders of the legal profession. 

Natural causes conspited to make Mr. Conk- 
ling a public man. Ho was born and reared in 
& political aud oliiciai atmosphere. Tis father 
Was a politician in the best use of that term. 
Ilis social connections were with families who 
led public thought in the section in which he 
lived. He camein contact during his boyhoud 
with visitors at his house who were 
iufiuential in affairs Several years 
of his early life were passed At the legis- 
lative eapital, which was then his father’s 
home, and where the surroundings were whoily 
of an oflicial and public character. With such 
early surroundings and associations, and with 
an inbred love of politics, it was no wonder 
that the young wan stepped tothe front to show 
the mettle that was in him while he was yet 
beardicss. The fire of cloguence had been 
stirred within him by events of whieb he heard 
round the family board, At the ave of 19 years 
he became a public speaker. Whatever his abil- 
ity in that direction may then have been, 1t so 
excited and impressed the people of Utica, 
where be was living, thatin the following year 
they elected him District Attorney of Oneida 
County. Mr. Conkling was then an overgrown 
stripling, prominent in feature and straggling 
In limb,but witha power of speech and a promise 
of mina whieh struck deep into the affections of 
the community. Already the people of his see- 
tion discuvered the germ of greatness in hin, 
and the admiration then excited never after- 
ward wavere:l.

became District Attorney of 
Oneida County in 1848, befure he was 21 years 
old. Prior to that thme he bad lived in Albany. 
where he was born Oct. BU, 1828, and afterward 
in Auburn and Geneva. Upon the removal of 
his father, Judge Alfred Conkiing, to Utica the 
young Wah, equipped with only a common 
scpvol and academic education, entered the 
office of Spencer & Kernan of that place for the 
study of luw. ‘Lhe Oneida Bar was noted for the 
distinguished men whom it had furnished to the 
Bar ant Bench in various paris of the country. 
The tirm with whom Mr. Conkling studied bore 
the names of twomenwho stood for many years 
foremostin legal practice in the interior of the 
State. 

the lad took great risks when he threw him- 
fFelf into the arenaas public prosecutor in this 
county, Not only was his yuuth against him, 
but there war a reasonable certainty that he 
would be cailed upon to pit his talents against 
men of wide experience. Moreover, he was 
nut strictiy: e’igible to the office of District 
Attorney, not haviug yet attaiued his majority. 
Undaunted by any of these impediments, now- 
ever, he pushed vigorously the Work of that 
otiice, keeping himself well in the background 
if court appearauces, eud by the time he had 
reacied his majority he had the business of the 
otlice sv well arranged in his mind that Le was 
able to prosecute it with auch vigor as to vrouse 
The entuusiastic approval of the entire com- 
munity. At the saine time he had been 
devoting himself considerably to local polit- 
ici alfairs, and wis recognized as uw 
leader ef merit, Whose counsel neither old 
nor young could atlord to let pass unheeded, 
‘hose who lived in Utica at that time remember 
the future statesman as an awkward, graceless 
youth, of proud bearing, but by no means dts- 
tantin Lis manner toward his friends. He had 
wu positive zest for work. Nearly all he did 
showed the result of amazing industry. When- 
ever he undertook a case mn court, he stood in 
fear of no one, however tulented or renowned. 
Mr. Spencer, the senior member of the tirm 
under whom he studied, was a clever advocate. 
Mr. Kernan, the junior member, was a careful 
and methodical ofiice lawyer. Mr. Conkling ad- 
mired both, and endeavored in his work to com- 
bine the best qualitiesof both. 

Successes at the beginning of his career en- 
couraged him to furiher industry. It was not 
long before he enjoyed a repuiation in the in- 
terior of the State beyond the coufines of his 
own county. Ilis term of office as District At- 
torney was of vast service in helping him toa 
pnaine. He conducted the office as though his 
tuture depended Upon it, and his term is still re- 
Tuemberen by old residents of Utica us one of 
the most vigorous, aggressive, and satisfactory 
ever given to that city. Having thus fairly 
established himself, he launched on his own 
necount to the business of the law. 
He had already won eonsiderable — pop- 
wiarity. Clienis were soon offered to 
hima in such numbers that he enjoyed wa practice 
quite enviable fur that section. Lt is said of 
him that he tovk a case into court as though it 
were his own, fighting the opposing side inch by 
inch, and surrendering no point which elo- 
queuce could carry or persistency could gain. 
One of the traditions of Utica is that in the 
course of a few years he had become so forini- 
dable #s an advocate and counsel that some of 
the lawyers in that section, When they had im- 
portant cases on hand, advised their clients to 
retain him, for the purpose of keeping him from 
the service of the opposing side, 

At the age o: 29 years Mr. Conkling was clect- 
ed Mayor or Uuca. He had only fairly begun 
the duties of that office, however, when the 
electors of that Congressional district sent lim 
to the [louse of Representatives as a member of 
the Thiriy-sixth Congress, He took his seat in 
December, 1859. His first experience iu Con- 
gress was Jargely passive. There was nothing 
in his dispusition, or in the recollection of his 
conquests at home, to make him suppose that 
be could step into the field of national affairs 
without adequate study ana preparation. 
Throughout the periods of his first and second 
terms in Congress he gave his time most attent- 
ively to acquiring afull comprehension of the 
crisis then at hand. Whenthe war came he was 
prepared to grapple with someof the grave 
questions then presented. At the election of 
1862, however, he suffered defeat by his former 
law instructor, ’'rancis Kernan, but during that 
period of his enforced retirement from public 
life he was quite as attentive as before to the af- 
fairs of the Nation. and returned to Congress in 
1864, defeating Mr. Kernan, mucb better titted 
tban was the average member to grapple with 
the questions then arising. 

Mr, Conkling entered Congtess to find there 
such advocates of freedom and loyal Govern- 
ment as Thomas Corwin, Charles Franvis Adams, 
Thaddeus Stevens, Charlies Sumner, aud Henry 
Winter Davis. During his first term he was con- 
tent to sit under their teaching. In his second 
term he won the attention of the House by an 
sloquent speecb, in support of a measure sub- 
mitted by himself, to secure freedom of speech 
nnd of the press and to protect the rizhts of tree 
personsin the District of Columbia. He wasa 
ember of the Committee on the District of 
Columbia, and this bill was the result of his ob- 
servations in regard to the needs of the 
people of the District. When the cloud of 
secession broke, Mr. Conkling had so0 ad- 
vanced himself in the estimation of the 
New-York members and of the Republican 
leaders that he was appointed upon the Coin- 
wittee of Thirty-three, of which Mr. Corwin was 
Chairman, to consider the demandsof the crisis. 
Mr. Conkling jumped into national prominence 
by his speech upon the report of this committee. 
It was # most daring speech, filled with the 
warmth of loyalty and the glowing colors of 
rheturic, which even at that time he knew well 
how to employ. His denunciation of the 
proposition that makeshifts or compromises be 
tolerated was quoted all over the land as the 
proper exposition of the ground upon which 
the North stood with reference to the demands 
of the South. At this session of Congress Cul. 
Frederick A. Conkling was also a member. 

The progress made by Mr. Conkling in conse- 
quence of his position with reference to the at- 
titude of the South encouraged bim to a busier 
occupation with the affairs of the country, and 
he was soon consulted in regard to almost all 
the important measures proposed by the Repub- 
lican Party. Indeed, he did not always wait for 
the party leaders to indicate what they would 
like him to do, The New-York delegation 
already looked up to him a3 @ man whose coun- 
sels might be safely followed. At that 
fime preat deference waa paid to whatever 


was dcmandsd by New-York, and Mr. Conk- | Conkling had reason io kuow this in the follow. | 


ling almost unconsciously — into the 
active leadership of his purty. it time outside 
of the House of Representatives, however, was 
passed in the most industriow Mody, very 
effort that he made on the floor of the House in- 
divated that he had his siibject bigteye rn! in 
hand.

Mr. Coukling was quick to recognize that the 
problem of the war was a question of finance. 
All sorts of schemes, it will be remembered, 
were proposed to tide over the «difficulty iu 
Which thé North found itseif in respect to money, 
Plenty of men could be had to go into the field, 
but it was a serious question how they were to 
be armed and supported. Mr. Conkling realized 
that the question of ca8h avd Credit in War Was 
a very large andimportant one, It was a popu- 
lar idea at that time that legal tenders might be 
issued to meet the situation, Many of the poli- 
ticians, among them those who were really so0- 
licitous for the welfare of the country and for 
its future, seemed to be convinced that this was 
the only way of providing means for the prosecu- 
tion of the wan Mr. Conkling threw himself 
into the breach in opposition to any such meas- 
urs. He insisted that specie payments must be 
continued. He opposed foreted loans, and 
sounced a Warnittg against irredeemable paper 
issues, contending that the war should be ear- 
ried on, even if it involved heavy taxation, 
without departing from tho hard-money basis. 
The speeches Mr. Conkliug made at that time in 
opposition to the financial measures proposed 
by his party displayed a prophetic instinct 
which was most remarkable for one of his youth 
aud short éxperience. All the evil consequences 
which foliowed careless financiering were fore- 
cast by him at that time with great clearness 
and force, 

During tho intervai that Mr. Conkling was 
out of Congress he was active in various parts 
of the State, in consultation with party leaders, 
as wellasin the study of public affairs. His 
third term in Congress gave him Henry J. Ray- 
mond and Theodore M. Pomeroy as colleagues, 
He had already become nationally knuewn, and 
in local and State polities he was recognized as 
& mun of greater influence Liap any one else itt 
his party. Through the importunity of Thad. 
deus Stevens, who esteewed him hignly, Mr. 
Conkling was appointed Py speaker Coilax as & 
member of the Comiuittes of Fitteen at thebpen- 
1g of the session in December, L865. This com- 
niittee bore to the close of the war the relation 
thut the Committee of Thirty-three had 
borne to the opening of it. It was 
appointed to consider what should be done 
with reference to the South, Mr. Conk- 
ling distinguished himself by his service on thut 
committee, and by the speeches which he made 
in its behalf. He brought to the attention of 
the House from that cothmittee the fourteenth 
amendment, and to him was intrusted the duty 
of presenting various resolutions at Which the 
committee had arrived, defining the nevessary 
requirements in the re-establishment of Federal 
relationship with the rebellious States. Mr. 
Conkling’s speech upon the fourteenth amend- 
inéut was of national importance, and was 
spoken of at the time 48 & cortect and masterly 
exposition of the Republican view of thé recon- 
structive system. Its distinctions were per- 
fectly clear, its definitions exact, its analysis 
keen, and its diction precise. The principle ad- 
vocated that political representation does not 
belong to those who have no political existence 
was adopted by the party as the keynote of 
agitation upon that subject. : 

Financial questions continued to interest him 
throughout his term, and he oinitted no occasion 
to advocate the views he had betore expressed 
upon the money question. He was a champion 
of the hard-money theory from the beginning to 
the end. His presentation of the policy which 
the country should adopt with reference to the 
finances showe. only that he was considerably 
in advance of his party upon prineiples of sound 
financial management. 

Mr. Conkling was re-elected to the House in 
the eltction of 1866, but before he could take 
his seat a8 & Representative the Legislatuwe 
had chosen him to represent the State in the 
Senate. In the “higher body he continued to 
advocate the principles in regard to finance 
which had distinguished him in the lower 
house, and all the large questions which were 
then pending in Congress received his attention 
and were the subject of frequent and advanced 
discussion from hin. He was re-elected to the 
Senate alinost without opposition in 1873. By 
that time he had raised himself to a place in the 
party councils Which no man disputea. If he 
was not the positive leader uf the Republican 
Party he was recognized, at least, as the 
representative of the Administration upon 
the floor of the Senate and as aman whose ut- 
terances night well receive the serious aitention 
of the country. His record was without blemish, 
His enemies called hii a pattisan, but none had 
been bold enough to deny that he was also a 
patriot. Although standing faithfully by his 
party, there were tithes when his sense of jus- 
tice overcame party scruples, and he amazed 
his colleagues by an itidepeudence of spirit and 
action which one less prominent could ill have 
aiforded. While upholding the Administration 
of Lincoln, nothing that oecurred on the field es- 
caped his attention, and he was the first metm- 
ber’ of Congress to recognize the merit of 
Grant, and to ask that Congress reward him for 
distinguished services. His course with refer- 
ence to the amehdadments proposed to the Con- 
stitution after the war was in harmony with 
that of his party. He may notalways have been 
revozuized as the great leader, for there were 
others who marched along with him, but as rep- 
resenting the voice of New-York and ot the North 
his power and influence were not surpassed. 
They were always cast in the line of a broad and 
lofty policy, as viewed from the standpoint of a 
patriot a8 Well as froin a party point of view. 

The courage that had enabled him to arraign 
the generalship of McCleéilan with such force 
that the North clatnored tor McClellan’s re- 
moval was hardly Jess pronounced than his 
denunciation of the popular Legal-Tender act, 
and in his presentatiov of the novel and ad- 
vanueed me@asures proposed by the Reconstruc- 
tion Committee. Kvery measure designed for 
the advancement of civil rights found in hima 
ready and eloquent champion, and there, were 
tunes ih the Adininistration of Gen. Grant when 
Mr. Conkling’s fidelity was displaved, when it 
required a man of great courage ard strong con- 
vietion to defend acts that had occurred under 
that Admitistration. Whatever lie did as a 
party chief brought into play his courage and 
pis genius, and made him a most conspicuous 
figure while his Senatorial career was yet 
young. 

As intimated above, Gen. Grant’s Administra- 
tion, as every ous knew, ueeded @ strong cham- 
pion and defender. The eveats which then in- 
flamed popular prejudicef have since been well 
reviewed and are understood, but thoss who 
were acquainted with public affairs at that tine 
will readily recall how tnuch it meant to defend 
the Administration froti the onslaughts of its 
enewies, Gen. Grant was fully appreetative of 
all tnat Mr. Conkling did tor hitn. He would have 
reciprocated those services 11 any way within 
his power. He offered to Mr. Conkling the post 
of Chie!-Justice of the Supreme Court, or would 
nave appointed him Minister to the Court of St. 
Jamesif Mr. Conkling would have taken either 
position. It was invariavly Mr. Conkling’s 
boast, however, that he would never accept un 
appointive place and that he had nothing to ask 
of the public except what the electors would 
willingly bestow at the ballot. 

In 1876 at the National Convention at Cincin- 
nat! a sirong following rallied around Mr. Conk- 
ling and seemed to wish to place him in nomi- 
nation for the Presidency. He did not waut 
their votes, and fraiukly disclaimed any pur- 
pose or intention of coming before the conven- 
tion as a candidate. He was recognized as the 
leader of those who upheld Gen. Grant. That 
faction supported him in the conveutiun. ‘The 
faction WHich supported Mr. Blaine was desig- 
nated colamonly asthe anti-Grant portion of 
the Republican Party. The designations were 
not strictly correct, because nezny who were Oop- 
posed to Mr. Blaine rallied to Mr. Conkling’s 
support or to the support of other candidates, 
because they believed, as they did in 1884, that 
Mr. Blaine was not a fit person to place in notn- 
ination forthe Presidency. Mr. Coukling thus 
really represented in the convention a very 
atrong party aversion to Mr. Blaine, and wheu 
the ballots were cast, 93 ballots were revorded 
in his favors a candidate. Then be persuaded 
his friends to cast their votes in otherdirections, 
aud Mr. Hayes was tinally nominated. 

The experiences of the cunveution of 1876 
had set Mr. Conkling apart more than ever 
as the leader of the portion of the party 
whieh was opposed to Mr. Blaine.  Differ- 
ences between the two party factions be- 
calie wider as time wenton. They enterod into 
the politics Of almost every State and were con- 
spicuvusly prgminent in New-York.: Neverthe- 
less, despite these widening differences, Mr. 
Conkling was returned to the Senate in 1879 
by «# Unanimous vote of his party in the Legis- 
lature. 


At the National Convention of 1880 Mr. Cuonk- 
liug was the leader of the famous 306 who vuted 
tor Gen. Grant’s renomination until the stam- 
pede for Garfield had setin. I[t was only nat- 
ural at that time that Mr. Coukling should be 
the leader of the Stalwarts. Party ditterences 
had become stronger each year, and the Btal- 
wart faction of the party louked to Mr. Conk- 
ling as the only man who Could safely engiveer 
their course in a factional! fight so severe as this 
had become. So faras Mr. Conkling was con- 
cerned, the contest was one which tuuched alike 
his pride and his resentment. The whole coun- 
try Knew that he and Mr, Blaine were at sworu’s 
points, Stories of the old quarrel in the House 
of Representatives in 1866, when Mr. Conkling 
expressed a public douvt of Mr. Blaine’s veraci- 
ty, and Mr. Blaine characterized Mr. Conklin 
as a strutting gobbler, were revamped an 
told all over the country again. From 
the time of tbat quarrel Mr. Blaine 
and Mr, Conkling had not spoken, and as each 
was ambitious and proud, nothing could have 
been more uatural than for them to become the 
leaders of opposing factions. The defeat of the 
306 in the convention of 1880 was the most 
serious blow that the Stalwart factiun had yet 
received. Mr. Conkling was keen enough to see 
that although Blaine had not conquered direct- 
ly, his friends were still uppermost in the con- 
veution. 


The campaign accordingly opened with Mr. 
Conkling in a frame of mind that strongly 
tempted him to keep out of the field as an active 
worker. History is yet too iresh upon the 
subject of the faméus meeting at Mentor to need 
more than @ cxsual reference at this time. 
From the date of that meeting, however, Mr. 
Conkling and Gen. Grant did such service as 
they could. bring themselves to do on 
behalf of Gen. Garfield. Whatahey did was 
done ungrudgingly, 80 far appeared. 
Ifthey had done much more, however, they 
probably would have been unable to convince 
Mr. Blaine of the sincerity of their efforts, Mr,

might be pleasantly greeted, he would not be 
entirely welcome. He was assured, however, 
by word from the President, that. he 
would be informed and consulted — with 
reference to any important New-York ap- 
pointments. On March 22, 18 days after the in- 
auguration of Garfield, several Now-York not- 
inations were transmitted to the Senate, inciud- 
ing thdse of Diétrict Attérnéys and Marshals, 
and the Collector of the Port of Buttalo. These 
nominees were supposed to be entirely accept- 
able to Senators Conkling and Platt.. No special 
signititancs was accordingly uttached to them 
until the fdllowing day whéh the President 
nominated Judge William H. Robertson as Col- 
lector of the Port of New-York, to succeed Gen. 
i. A. Merritt. : 

From that moment it Was known that the Ad- 
ministration and the New-York Senators Were 
in irreconcilable conflict. Mr. Conkling natural- 
ly threw himself at once into an Attitude of 
hostility to the Admihistratiob. Hé claimed, in 
the first place, that he should have been con- 
sulted in the matter, and that the selection of a 
conspicuous political enemy of. his fof so im- 
portant an office in his own Staté was an ibsult 
and in violation of pledges given him by the 
President. Gen. Merritv’s term of office had 
not expired, and theré was no special 
reason for his removal except that a place 
was needed for the man who had organ- 
ized the bolt for Blaine in the New-York dele- 
fution when Garfield was nominated. Mr. 
Conkling’s opposition to thé Robertson nomi- 
nation was so strong and his course 60 peculiar 
that the President was led to suspect that he 
would endeavor to huve the nominations which 
he tavoréed confirmed, and would then try to 
adjourn the Senate, leaving the Rabertsor nom- 
Ination untouched. ‘The President accordingly 
on the following day withdrew the nominations 
for the other New: York vitiees and left the Rob- 
ertson nomination alone before the Senate in 
orter that the issue might be squarely fought 
vut upon that nomination. ; 

Mr. Conkling and Mr. Platt delayed action in 
the Senate until May 16, when, tindiug further 
opposition useless, they sent their resignations 
to the Legislature through Gov. Cornell. Then 
they returned to Albany for the purposé of a 
vindication. It was expected by their friends 
that they would be immediately returned to the 
Senate, Where they could pose, by authority of 
the State of New-York, in defiant hostil- 
ity to the Admiuistration. The con- 
test at Albany was a prolonged one, but 
Mr. Conkling and Mr. Platt found that a vindi- 
cation Was easier planned than secured when 
Judge. Robertson, backed by the power of 
the gr rig oes was against them, und in 
July withdrew from the contest. Their eiforts 
at Albany duting this period were of absorving 
national interest, and the political and tactional 
excitement arouéged on fliat account was not 
quieted unul the sympathy of the country was 
siddenly turned to the President after he had 
been stricken down by the assassin. , 

Mr. Conkling returned to the practice of law 
in this city in the Fall of 1881. He came here 
without other credentials than his wide réeputa- 
tio as a public man. His advent into profes- 
sional life was not wholly tnheralded, how- 
ever, for during the last of Gen. Grant's Admin- 
istration, when his nams was mentioned as a 
possible occupant of the seat of Chief-Justice of 
tue Supreme Court, a pamphlet had been ex- 
tensively circulated in this city headed 
“Conkling as a Lawyer,” in which some of his 


.¢arly appearances at the Bar in the interior of 


the State were held up to ridicule. The pam- 
phiet purported to give a transcript of certain 
speeches he hal madé as a young lawyer. It 
was further fltehded to show that if Mr. Conk- 
ling could secure elevation to the Bench h6 
would not get it by reason of any legal ability, 
but as a reward for political services. 

For about twu years Mr. Conkling did proba- 
bly the hardést work of his life in hislaw office. 
Every appearance that he made in court, how- 
ever, did him credit, and as time passed his 
name figured in tonnection with tome of the 
impottant cakes of the day. He haa so far es- 
tablished himetif at the time of the appoint- 
ment of the State Senate committee to investi- 
gate the Broadway Ruad that he was chosti as 
one of the counsel of that comthittes. It will be 
recalled that he took the lead in the investigza- 
tion of the boodle franchises, and that the ques- 
tions propounded by him to Sharp and the 
other witnesses brought out information upon 
which the boodle trials were afterward based. 
When the official investigation ended, Mr. Conk- 
ling went to Albany and made an argument 
which resulted in the repeal of the charter of 
the Broadway Road. His employment as coun- 
sel for the committee demonstrated beyond any 
doubt that he would shine as successfully in 
the law as he did in politics, and it was not 
long after this when he was employed 
upon cases which brought him ittoe conflict 
with the Vest legal thinds which this city has 
produced. In his careér as a lawyer he dis- 
piayed a mintt capable of understanding the 
subtleties of the law, of mastering its principles, 
and of presenting them in a mantier which 
commanded the admiration of that profession. 
Hé had every reason to be pleased with the 
closing years of his life, for they brought him 
fame and means for a life of comfort. 

Mr. Conkling’s appearance has been made 
familiar in the public prints. He was tall and 
of gteat frame, which he took caré to keep in 
excellent tmuscular condition. Marty stories 
were told of his prowess a8 an athlete. It was 
the common impression that he could not be 
easily approached. He certainly eould keep at 
their distance those whom he wisheil to avoid, 
and his tongue could bite. His position in 
politics kept him aloof by necessity. He chose to 
be exclusive in his assoviations. Even the patty 
workers kept their distance and commoily re- 
garded him as an autocrat. Such plans as he 
devised were stated by him to a few trusty 
lieutenants, who took his commands as staff 
ofticers take orders from their General. While 
always watchful over party matters he left the 
details of management to his subordinates, and 
it was they, not Ne, who came in contact witli 
the workers. High and low alike, however, 
recognized his fitness for leadership, and his 
orders were néver questioned. Yet benédath 
a cold, proud, and pompous’ exterlor 
Mr. Conkling carried a warm heart. His 
friendships were ardent and lasting. 
He could unbend upon occasion, when he 
was a most chdrming companion. Ho liked to 
entertain his friends with recitations, and fte- 
quéttly. without Warning, called tipon lis won- 
detful memory, whith for years retained every 
publie speech he made, and recited at will scenes 
from the old dramas. Mrs. Conkling, who sir- 
vives him, was the yotingest sister of Horatio 
Seymour.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates

The Republican State Convention of Ohio 
meets at Dayton to-day to nominate minor 
State officers, Presidential Electors at Large, 
and delegates at large to the Chicago Con- 
vention. Our dispatches describe the tem- 
per and purpose of the majority of the con- 
vention, which is professedly for SHERMAN 
and really for FoRAKER. The friends of 
the latter deny that he wishes or will take 
the second place on the ticket with BLAINE. 
*“*BLAINE or FORAKER,” not *‘ BLAINE and 
FORAKER,” is what he is after. They believe 
that he can play on SHERMAN the game that 
GARFIELD playedin 1880. He may be willing 
to do so, and it is of course possible that 
the Republican Convention may take up 
with even s0 insignificant and silly a person 
as he fora candidate. But it is extremely 
improbable. All that makes it possible is 
that GARFIELD’s friends had reason to 
think the party could win whoever was the 
candidate, while the convention this year 
faces a hopeless fight and may be willing to 
make it under such a man as FORAKER. 
Mr. SHERMAN cannot feel very proud of 
‘his position in his own State. 





. The High License bill was ordered to a 
third reading in the Senats yesterday, but 
as the effort to fix a day for the final vote 
on its passage was defeated, it will have to 
await its turn on the calendar, and will 
probably not be reached for a week. Even 
then its passage is uncertain. Four Repub- 
licans, LAUGHLIN, COGGESHALL, SWEET, 
and WortTs, voted against it yesterday, 
and RUSSELL, as usual, dodged. There were, 
therefore, only sixteen votes recorded in its 
favor and one more is necded to pass it. 
‘COGGESHALU’s amendment, reducing the 
fee for beer licenses, was adopted, then 
reconsidered, and rejected on a fuller 
wote. The Republican opponents of the 
bill in the Senate pleaded political 
expediency in their defense, taking the 
ground that many Republican votes would 
be lost, including those of the Germans, if 
\the bill were passed. We have no doubt 
that their fearsin this respect are greatly 
‘exaggerated. The votes to be lost are 
mainly those directly controlled by the 
liquor interest, but it would be much more 
‘far-sighted to count on the gains to’ come 
from those who are in favor of more restric- 
tion on the liquor traffic independent of 
‘party. These gains can only be made by 
adopting a definite policy founded on sound 
principle and consistently maintaining it, 
nnd acting so as to win the confidence of 
pthe people in dealing with other questions. 
The Republican Party can gain nothing by 
keeping itself in all respects on a level with 
its opponents. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has invited 
‘proposals for the sale of bonds to the Gov- 
ernment under the act of March 3, 1881. 
This is conclusive of the removal of all 
doubts on the part of the Administration as 
to the authority conferred by that act, as 
defined and declared by the recent action of 
the two houses of Congress. The invitation 
pf the Treasury is for proposals to be sub- 
mitted at noon on Monday next and daily 
thereafter, without limit as to time. The 
right of the Government to reject any pro- 
posals made is, of course, reserved. This 
prompt action of the Secretary is not 
dictated by any immediate pressing de- 
mand for the release of the surplus, which 
now amounts to about $105,000,000, of 
‘xyhich some three-fifths are on deposit with 
ithe banks onthe security of bonds of the 
class it is proposed to negotiate for. But it 
‘will, we think, be generally accepted as a 
prudent measure, since for the time being, 
‘at any rate, it provides for the release of 
‘the currency in the Treasury if really re- 
quired, and forestalls any effort to create 
want of confidence based on the lack of 
;euch provision. Such a policy is, however, 

j@bviously only a makeshift. The real rem- 


edy and safeguard lies in the reduction of 
the revenue. 


Nothing: could be more disgraceful than 
the action of the Assembly yesterday on the 
Fassett bill to punish bribery at elections. 
Under the lead of that champion of polit- 
ical bribery, JoHN I. Piatr of Poughkeep- 
sie, the bill was so amended as utterly to 
destroy its value. Instead of being directed 
against bribers its whole forcé is turned 
against the victims of those who corrupt 
the ballot box, and the provision for secur- 
ing testimony against offenders is stricken 
out. The bill was passed in this mutilated 
form, its friends hoping that in conference 
committee it will be restored to its original 
form. Itis simply amazing that forty-four 
members of the Assembly should be found 
to array themselves in opposition to pro- 
tecting the ballot box against the assaults 
of unscrupulous men who trade on igno- 
rance, destitution, and dishonesty by pur- 
chasing votes. lt is enough to make honest 
men hang their heads in shame. 

PTET AEE, IE EIT LOOIEP BS I SS 

The debate in the Canadian Parliament 
over the fishery treaty offers a suggestive 
comment upon some discussions of the same 
question ou our side of the border. Mr. 
MILLs charged that Sir CHARLES TUPPER 
had been quite overcome by American in- 
fluences at Washington, and that the case 
of Canada was sacrificed. Sir RicHarp 
CARTWRIGHT denounced the treaty as an 
“ignominious back-down from the position 
the Dominion Government had assumed in 
its diplomatic correspondence.” This is a 
curiously accurate echo, not only of the tone, 
but of the very phrases of sundry American 
critics of the treaty, except, of course. that 
thelatter had found the inglorious surrender 
to be ours and not Canada’s. Descriptive 
epithets and slurs apart, the Canadian and 
American critics, instead of being both 
wrong, are really both right. The treaty is 
a back-down from the extreme assumptions 
of the diplomatic correspondence on both 
sides, and had there been no such back- 
down from the highest claims there could 
have been no treaty. MacaULay once de- 
clared that ‘‘the essence of politics is com- 
promise,” and while not all would be pre- 
pared to accept this as a proposition of 
universal application, it is nevertheless 
every-day experience, alike in the world of 
diplomacy and in ordinary life, that agree- 
ments and bargains, especially where hon- 
est differences of view are involved, are the 
product of mutual concessions, which is 
only another word for back-downs. 


The gathering in of Pacific islands under 
British and German sovereignty still goes 
industriously on. The three over which 
the Caroline has just raised the British flag 
might have been passed by as “ unconsid- 
ered trifles” not many yearsago. But there 
are now no more New-Guineas left to seize, 
and even available archipelagos like the 
Carolines and the Marshalls have become 
scarce. Accordingly the picking up of the 
Fanning, the Christmas, and the Penrhyn 
Islands by the Caroline will be by no means 
disdained. The last named isreally a small 
group, iying a little south of the equator, 
about half way between the Samoan and 
the Marquesas Islands. They are well 
wooded and populous. Christmas, nearly 
due north of Penrhyn and just the other 
side of the equator, is a good-sized island, 
while Fanning is a little northwest of 
Christmas. The region in which these 
islands are situated is one to which the 
United States might possibly have set up 
some claims had foreign annexations been 
our policy; and indeed, an American guano 
company is established on Christmas, which 
has a good harbor. But our Government 
will not object to Great Britain’s taking 
possession of these, especially as she is so 
poorly supplied with foreign islands. 





MR. MILLS AND JUDGE KELLEY. 

The speech of Mr. MILxs, Chairman of the 
Waysand Means Committee, yesterday, was 
a strong statement of the case for a reform 
of the tariff, and especially for so moderate 
and conservative a bill as that reported by 
his committee. It is worthy of remark that 
there was not the slightest attempt at de- 
laying the action of the House upon the 
bill. The question of consideration was not 
raised, and no yote by yeas and nays was 
taken on Mr. MILLs’s motion to go into 
Committee of the Whole on revenue meas- 
ures. The Republicans having wisely aban- 
doned their previous policy on this point, 
Mr. KELLEY of Pennsylvania, who was 
chosen to reply to Mr. MILLS in the 
opening debate, courteously moved that 


the latter have all the time he wished 


for his speech, and this was responded to by 
a like motion in behalf of Mr. KELLEY by 
Mr. BRECKINRIDGE of the Ways and Means 
Committee. Whatever may occur hereafter, 
the tariff discussion has been begun in an 
honorable and candid fashion, that shows a 
temper on the part of the opposition very 
different from that that has heretofore pre- 
vailed. For this much the country will be 
duly grateful, and not the less so because 
it is a tardy recognition of the demands of 
public opinion. 

In the debate thus auspiciously opened it 
must be confessed, we ‘should say, by even 
the most ardent protectionists that Mr. 
MILLS made much the better showing. The 
burden of his argument was that the pres- 
ent tariff was a measure of war taxation, 
declared to be such at the time that the 
earliest acts creating it were introduced; 
that the compensating taxes on domestic 
capital and industry, required at the time, 
had long since been repealed; that with 
the repeal of these there had been abolished 
taxes heavy in amount and of the most 
varied character that may be generally 
described as taxes on wealth; that 
the taxes remaining on foreign com- 
merce were thus made at once doubly 
profitable to the protected interests 
and constantly more unjustifiable in their 
effect upon the consumers, who included 
great numbers of the minor manufacturers 
as well as the great body of American 
workers, and that it was in the interest of 
these and of the farmers of the country, 
who, being taxed on the things for which 
they exchanged their products abroad, 
were in effect taxed on those products them- 
selves, that the present measure of moder- 
ate reduction was introduced. This isa 


logical, business-like argument, based on 
the well-established facts of daily expe- 
rience, involving no sentimental fallacies 
and no theoretical assumptions. 

To this argument Judge KELLEY was 
selected to respond. He cannot be said to 
have replied. He opened his discourse with 


‘@ violent assault upon the majority of the 


Committee of Ways and Means as repre- 
senting former slaveholding States, and he 
pronounced the committee’s bill as inspired 
by the slaveholders’ theory of political 
economy and tho slaveholders’ notions of 
politicalethics. It was a free-trade bill, and 
free trade had produced nullification and 
secession and caused the four years of civil 
war. Well, that will not impress the Amer- 
ican people of to-day asavery pertinent 
argument. It may or may not be true that 
slavery required free trade and a foreign 
market, but if it did it was because the 
products of slave labor were  neces- 
sarily agricultural, and the agricultural 
products of to-day require a foreign 
market just as much. Our farmers 
are neither slaves nor slave owners. They 
will not think less of what promotes their 
interests because the same measures were 
supported in the last generation by the 
slavocracy. And the American people who 
are not farmers will not refuse justice to 
those who are because Mr. CALHOUN was in 
his day a low-tariff man. Nor will the 
American public accept the naked declara- 
tion of Judge KELLEY that the removal of 
burdens on trade will be destructive to 
American enterprise. They do not scare so 
easily as that, and they will certainly be 
willing to try the experiment of a little re- 
lief rather than go on forever under a tariff 
that has avowedly built up the most odious 
monopolies. 

The speech of Judge Keriry has this 
point of significance aboutit. It was en- 
tirely barren of any hint of an affirmative 
policy on the part of the Republicans, ex- 
cept such as may be inferred from his criti- 
cism of the whisky “trust,” as the product 
of the tax on distilled spirits. The debate, : 
as it proceeds, will be watched with inter- 
est for the development of such a policy by 
the Repaoblicans. At present they seem to 
be in doubt as to which course is the more 
dangerous for them, to try to frame a policy 
or to try to get on without one. 


WHAT DOES THE MAYOR MEAN? 

It is difficult to understand the course of 
Mayor HEWITT with reference to certain 
very important public improvements. The 
plan for widening and extending Elm- 
street has been before the public for a long 
time, and it seems to have the universal ap- 
proval of the people. Owners of property 
along the line are anxious to have the im- 
provement made, being fully aware that it 
will bring life and activity into a section of 
the city now practically dead and cause a 
decided advance in values. Taxpayers 
generally are in favor of it becanse it 
is plain that the increase in the 
assessed value of property through the 
entire section traversed by the new thor- 
oughfare will,much more than offset the 
cost of the work. Business men know that 
it will largely extend the area down town 
over which traffic can be made easy and 
profitable, and everybody understands that 
it will relieve the crowded condition of 
Broadway and facilitate the movement of 
every kind of local travel and transporta- 
tion. Itis an improvement that is greadjly 
needed, that would far more than pay for 
itself in a very few years, and that no one 
opposes except the Mayor. 

The Mayor has repeatedly said that he is 
not opposed to it, but why does he persist- 
ently obstruct it and prevent anything 
from being done? When he announced his 
scheme of rapid transit it was thought that 
his object in delaying the Elm-street im- 
provement was explained. He wished to 
have an underground railroad, constructed 
at the city’s exvense, provided for at the 
same time that the work of improvement 
wenton. But it has become evident that 
his method of providing rapid transit 
facilities will not be adopted. There are 
too many objections and _ too 
opposition to having the city in- 
vest its own funds in undertakings 
of the kind. But a question of this 
kind has no proper connection with the 
work of providing a much-needed thor- 
oughfare through a certain section of the 
city. The Mayor alone stands in the way 
of this important public improvement and 
refuses to budge. An act is pending in the 
Legislature which, if passed, would require 
the Board of Street Openings to go on with 
the work. There have been two hearings 
on this, but the Mayor has failed to explain 
his opposition. His ‘* Cabinet” has pro- 
nounced against the passage of the bill. It 
does, in fact, violate the principle of ‘* home 
rule,” but nothing could so effectually mili- 
tate against that principle as a refusal of 
the local authorities to perform their 
duties in a@ matter of this kind. When 
something is demanded by the people of the 
city which is of great importance to their 
interests and the local authorities refuse to 
attend to it there is no resource but the 
Legislature. It is the unfaithfulness or the 
failure of the local Government that has 
always afforded the excuse for seeking 
mandatory legislation, and the demand for 
self-government should be accompanied by 
a demonstration that it would be effective 
for the work intrusted toit. Mayor HEWITT 
istinjuring that cause by his obstructive 
conduct. 

Another instance of that conduct hardly 
less vexatious is to be found in the Mayor’s 
course with reforence to providing eiectrical 
subways and removing poles and wires from 
the streets. Last year he failed to have the 
Subway Commission constituted exactly to 
suit him. Ever since, instead of doing his 
duty under the law and endeavoring to pro- 
mote and expedite the business of having 
electric wires put under ground, he has ob- 
structed it to the utmost of his ability. In 
the meetings of the commission he has ex- 
hibited a peevishness and ill temper worthy 
of a spoiled child and indulged in carping 
objections and sneers and done anything 
but his proper duty as the Mayor of the 
city and a leading member of the board. 
Much progress has been made in lay- 
ing the subways in spite of him, but 
in the removal of the poles and wires 
the law puts a special duty upon the De- 


much 


partment of Public Works, requiring it to 
remove these obstructions after a certain 
time of failure to doso on the part of the 
companies owning them. The board as a 
whole has no special authority for removing 
the poles and wires, and over and over again 
it has asked the Mayor to havethis done. 
It is his duty under the law to have it done, 
and his duty to the people of this city, who 
have put him in office to ‘serve them and 
not to treat their affairs as though they 
were subject to his personal discretion or 
his whims. The removal of electric wires 
from the streets is a matter upon which 
there is only one opinion among the people, 
and that is that it should be done as speed- 
ily as possible, and in no way could the 
Mayor run counter to their wishes more ef- 
fectually than by obstructing this work. 

It is pertinent to inquire what the 
Mayor’s motives can be in thus hindering 
two great works of public improvement. 
Is he unwilling that there shall'be any- 
thing done in that direction of which he is 
not the author or the sponsor? Or has he 
some motive still more unworthy which 
would not bear the scrutiny of the public? 

NL TT LOTT TNE TSAO STAR 
THE ARREST OF DILLON. 

The arrest of Jonn DriLuon shows that 
Lord SALisBuRY’s Government is not dis- 
couraged at the result of its policy of coer- 
cion. It seems strange that this should be 
the case, but it is not at all certain that, as 
regards temporary political success, the 
continuance of that policy is not as shrewd 
a course of action as the Ministry could 
choose. The tide, as it can be seen in the 
results of by-elections, seemed to be run- 
ning much more strongly against the Con- 
servatives some months ago than it}has done 
more recently. In fact, Lord SaLisBuRY 
has a fair pretense for arguing that one or 
two of the late contests have given his 
Government a “vindication.” It is certain 
that upon this subject the Tories canuot 
repeat the old trick played twenty years 
ago by DiskaEut of out-liberalizing the 
Liberals. Ifthe public opinion of England 
were made up in favor of a more concilia- 
tory policy toward Ireland, and the grant 
in any measure of the Irish demands, it is 
certain thut the constituencies would not 
choose Lord SALISBURY and his colleagues 
to carry out their desires. While 
Mr. GLADSTONE lives he must be 
at the head of any Government 
selected for this purpose. In case of his 
death one of his present adherents would 
necessarily succeed to the task. However 
willing the members of the present Minis- 
try might be to hold office, even on the con- 
dition of undoing, so far as possible, the 
work in which they have lately been en- 
gaged, it would be a mockery too manifest, 
both to England and to Ireland, to intrust 
them with such a work. Politically the 
Government has no-choice. It must goon 
as it has begun. 

From any other point of view than that 
of temporary success and “practical poli- 
tics” the continuance of the policy of coer- 
cion is equally absurd andinjurious. Mr. 
DILLON has been arrested for the same 
reason that Mr. O’BRIEN was imprisoned— 
because he is a faithful and conspicuous 
representative of the Irish people. He has 
committed no offense but that which is 
common to all his countrymen. He and 
others of like position and influence have 
been chosen for punishment simply because 
itis physically impossible to try andimprison 
several millions of Irishmen, but the selec- 
tion of its victims by the Government 
shows its desire to do that if it were possi- 
ble. NERO’s wish that all the people in 
Rome had but one neck among them is that 
which the Tory Party, as represented by 
Lord SALISBURY and Mr. BAaLroor, cher- 
ishes with regard to the people of Ireland. 

Certainly this way of regarding them 
justifies the Irish in wishing to have as lit- 
tle as possible to do with the English. 
BURKE says, in speaking of the American 
war, that nobody has ever disputed that a 
hatred for his subjects on the part of a 
truler justified rebellion, and hatred is the 
sentiment that the Tory Government takes 
every occasion of showing that it feels for 
Ireland. The sentiment is shared by the 
Tory Party. We hear much, from 
Britons, of British fair play, but no 
Englishman will deny that if an 
English Government had treated any 
considerable party of Englishmen as 
the present Government has treated all 
Irishmen it would have provoked and justi- 
fied arebellion. English fair play, as it has 
been shown since Mr. GLADSTONE was put 
out of power, practically means that there 
is one rule for Englishmen and another for 
Irishmen, and the difference is justified by 
Englishmen upon the ground of the “‘cuss- 
edness” of Irishmen.

He 
must at least be aware that the persecution 
of leading Irishmen solely and avowedly 
because they are leading Irishmen is not a 
settlement but an unsettlement of the Irish 
question. If may help him and his col- 
leagues to remain in officea few months 
longer than any other device they could 
adopt, but it will make the task of their 
successors far harder than if they had never 
been in office at all.

The plans adopted yesterday for the ter- 
mini of the bridge are the best to be ex- 
pected, and better than were hoped for, 
from the present incompetent Board of 
Trustees. The new system of double 
switches with interior platforms, allowing 
the running of four-car trains at intervals 
of forty seconds, will greatly enlarge the 
capacity of the bridge and probably meet 
the needs of travel fairly well for some 
years to come. Ultimately it will be 
found inadequate, and the cost then 
of making the adequate and _ per- 
manent arrangements which the Trust- 
ees have now rejected will be increased 
probably to three or four times the present 
estimates of the Trustees, and these beyond 
doubt are much too large. Of the arrange- 
ments for the Brooklyn terminus little need 
be said save that they promise to offer some 
advantages over the present plan. They 
furnish, however, no convenient connec- 
tions with the elevated roads. and they do 


not abolish the stairways—two vital 


improvements which might easily have 
been secured by extending the structure to 
the ground level at Concord-street. It may 
be possible to dispatch four-car trains at 
intervals of forty seconds without accident 
and frequent or vexatious delays. The 
public will hope so at least, and will await 
a demonstration of the fact not without 
some anxiety. 


The employing brewers have every pros- 
pect of succeeding in the lock-out they have 
made for the purpose of “ reorganizing their 
working force.” It is much to their credit 
that they show no disposition to abuse their 
‘success. The condition upon which they 
re-employ their workmen is that the work- 
men will agree not to aid any boycott of 
any brewer, whether or not he belongs to the 
brewers’ association. This condition is en- 
tirely just. Thatitis also necessary is shown 
by the persistent boycott of one brewer, 
and also by the ‘“‘demand” made of all the 
brewers last Autumn that they should not 
buy malt sold by any firm in Milwaukee. A 
body of employers who would submit to 
such a demand would deserve to be tyran- 
nized over by the men in their employ. The 
employers do not insist that their work- 
men shall not be members of a trades 
union. They merely guarantee that they 
will not discharge any man upon the 
demand or request of any labor organiza- 
tion. If this ground had been taken earlier 
and more generally it would have hindered 
many employers from consulting their im- 
mediate convenience at the cost of their 
permanent interests, and it would have pre- 
vented most of the strikes that have re- 
flected equal discredit upon the employers 
and the strikers. 


ALL FOR CLEVELAND. 


THE MARYLAND DEMOCRATS THINK OF 
NOBODY ELSE. 

BALTIMORE, April 17.—I'he Democratic 
State Central Committee met here to-day and 
brought alarge assemblage of political leaders 
from all parts of Maryland. It fixed the 
date of the State Convention for Presidential 
delegates May 10 and the place Saltimore, and 
that of the Congressional Conventions on 
-May 2 and the places as follows: First District 
at Denton, Second at Havre de Grace, Third at 
Raines’s Hall, Baltimore; Fourth at Western 
China Hall, Baltimore; Fifth at Cross-Street 


Market Hall, Baltimore; Sixth at Rockville. 
The Presidential sentiment of the committes 
was almost entirely for Cleveland. Chairman 
Stevenson Archer said: 

“Tt will be a solid delegation for Cleveland. I 
believe that if the politicians could have their 
way throughont the whole country Cleveland 
would not be renominated, but the people will 
compel them to again place him in nomination, 
and he will be re-elected. There is not, in my 
mind, any doubt that the Democratic majority 
in this State at tne next Presidential election 
will be larger than at the last.” 

The: county members, with hardly a dissent- 
ing voice, declared that the sentiment of their 
constituents was in favor of Cleveland. Most 
of the county delegates declared that the 
President’s tariff policy had the strong indorse- 
ment of their people. B. Frank Kuight, mem- 
ber of the committee from Baltimore County, 
said: “We are for Cleveland, horse, foot, and 
dragoons. There is not a dissenting voice in 
the delegation, and Idon’t believe there are 
more than a dozen in the whole county® All of 
us are thoroughly in unison with his tariff 
movements.” . 

Capt. Loker of St. Mary’s County said: ‘The 
Democrats of our county are unanimously for 
Cleveland, regardless of surplus, tariff, or any 
other question, because they believe he is an 
honest man.” 

E. Mulvaney of Allegany County reports: 
“All for Cleveland, and no talk whatever of 
David B. Hill. Our people are heartily in favor 
of Cleveland’s tariff policy.” 

Samuel-Cover, a delegate from Carroll County, 
said: ‘We areallfor Cleveland. The President 
has always been a favorite in our county, and 
the adverse critieisms on his tariff policy have 
Tound no favor from us.” 

Francis Henry Purnell, of Worcester County, 
sald: “We havecome up solid for Cleveland. 
His tariff views catch our people right along, 
and this 1s the chief object after all.” 

These are specimen expressions of opinion 
and reflect the genoralsentiment. Even Eugene 
Higgins was “booming” the Administration. 
He said: ‘The fighf this year will be between 
Cleveland and Biaine, as it was four years ago, 
and Cleveland will win without a douot. He 
is the choice of the Democratic Party all 
over the country and will have no opposition.” 
It was a matter of comment that President 
Cleveland’s tariff message had caused the people 
to take a deeper interest in the matter than they 
have ever taken before, and that the result was 
& general indorsement of his views. Among 
the delegates to S8t. Louis will be Sena 
tor Gorman, L Victor Baughman, and 
ex-Gov. Henry Lioyd. Efforts will be 
made to send as strong a delegation as possible. 
In the Congressional contests Representatives 
Raynor and Rusk will be renominated without 
opposition, Representatives Gibson, Shaw, and 
Compton will have opposition; Representa- 
tive McComas, the single Republican, will un- 
doubtedly be returned.

ADVOCATES OF PURE WATER. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 17.—The eighth 
annual session of the American Water Works 
Assuciation began here to-day, and will «lose 
Friday with a tour of inspection of local public 
works and manufactories. Of the 275 members 
less than 50 answered the first roll call, but a con- 
siderable number arrived later. Those in at- 
tendance come from a territory bounded by 
Denver, Minneapolis, New-Brunswick, Atlanta, 
and New-Orleans. The time to-day was occupied 


in hearing and discussing papers by President 
J. T. Fanning of Minneapolis on “The 
Protection of Sources o Water S8up- 

8S. E. Babcock of Little Falls, N. 
Y., on “The Use of Salt-giazed Vitrified 
Pipe;” J. Nelson Tubbs of Rochester, N. Y., on 
“The Sanitary Protection of Rochester’s Water 
Supply,” and by Y. Nakajima, the sole honorary 
member, on “The Water Supply of Tokio, Japan.” 
Some interesting facts were developed, the most 
important being the necessity for the protection 
of all sources of water supply, because of the 
inalfference of every community to its neigh- 
bors. Instances were related of cities pouring 
sewage In harmful quantities directly into the 
lakes and streams which furnish the drinking 
water for other-pluces.

EXPLOSION IN A BREWERY. 

Cuicaao, April 17.—An explosion in Mc- 
Avoy’s brewery this afternoon caused a loss of 
$5,000 to the proprietors, injured two work- 
men, smashed giass, and shook up the neighbor- 
hood. The cause of the explosion was the igni- 
tion from some unknowr cause of dustin the 
milling room, on the second floor of the main 
building. The flames from the milling room 


were carried up through the hoppers to the 
third and fourth floors, where most of the dum- 
age was done. The windows on both floors were 
biown. out and the sbafting and belting 
twisted and burned. The explosion ignited 
the woodwork and an alarm was turned 
in. A ‘hasty examination showed that 
there was no‘one in the rooms most affected by 
the explosion, and then the employes, under 
direction of Chief Engineer Gray, got to work 
with chemical extinguishers to subdue the 
flames. The department arrived, but the chemi- 
cal engines were found sufficient. John Hos- 
mer, @ laborer, was cut about the head by flying 
giass as he was working In a yard 100 feet away. 
A heavy shaft fell on the footof Charles Harper, 
&@ steamtitter engagea in clearing away some of 
the wreck. Part of his foot was cut off and his 
ankle sprained.

This action:of the Treasury Department 18 
the result of a full and free discussion of the 
subject at the Cabinet meeting to-day. It is 
well known that the President and Secretary 
Fairchild were desirous of applying a portion 
of the rapidly-growing surplus to the purchase 
of bonds before the close of the present fiscal 
year, and that they had become somewhat im- 
atient at the delay on the part of Congress 
n clearly defining the powers of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the  prem- 
ises. The action of the House yesterday and 
the previous action of the Senate in regard to 
the bond-purchasing powers of the Secretary 
under existing laws, has finally removed all 
doubts in the minds of the Administration on 
the subject as indicated by to-day’s action. Sec- 
retary Fairchild this afternoon refused to make 
any statement in regard to the financial policy 
of the department, except to say that the 
circular issued to-day told ail that was 
necessary on the subject. He had not made 
up his mind, he said, as to the amount of 
bonds he would purchase, though the fact that 
proposals will be received daily without limit 
as to time might ‘imply that he wanted to 
buy a large amount. The amount to be 
purchased, however, he said, depended al- 
most entirely upon the amount offered 
and the prices asked. It would, he said, be 
manifestly improper for him to say anything in 
regard to the rates at which he would accept 
bonds. He added, however, with a smile, that 
as the interest on the bonds now outstanding 
did not run so long as the interest on 
those which were purchased laat Summer it 
might be fair to assume that they are 
less valuable, and consequently can be bought 


at a lower figure than was paid at that time.. 


He did not care, he said, to anticipate these 
things, eapecially as he would have full knowl- 
edge on the subject next week, that is, if the 
holders of bonde are willing to sell them to the 
Government. The surplus, as estimated at the 
Treasury Department, is now $105,000,000.

OVERFLOWING THEIR BANKS. 


TRAFFIC IMPEDED, RAFTS WRECKED, 
AND FLOURING MILLS CLOSED. 

St. PAu, Minn., April 17.—Reports from 
the Milk River district on the Manitoba Road 
state that there has been consideradle damage 
done and freight traffic on the Manitoba Road 
from Forts Benton and Buford to Helena has 
been practically ata standstill since Wednes- 
day last. The Manitoba officiala state that the 
water is now going down, and no further dam- 
age is feared. The Red River had risen eight 


inches at Fargo this morning since last 
night, and was reported to be stationary 
at Grand Forks. The water is not 
dangerously high, however, and no trouble is 
feared. The Missouri River rose eight and a 
half inches at Sioux City last nignt. The Black 
and Chippewa Rivers, which are crossed by the 
Burlington Road between St. Paul and La Crosse, 
are overflowing their banks and’ washing the 
railway banks considerably. No serious results 
are feared however, unless the water rises con- 
siderably higher above its present level. The 
Burlington tracks are all right, and trains are 
leaving on time. 

At La Crosse, Wis., rain fell last night, but the 
fallis not reported general over the northern 
counties. The river rosa four inches last night, 
and 18 atill rising slowly. Logs from wrecked 
rafts up the river have passed down the west 
channel opposite this city and are reported 
scattered ulong the banks as far as Dubugue. 
The flouring mills have shut down, being unable 
to receive wheat or ship flour. A large flat area 
of ground at the north side, thickly inhabited, is 
now flooded, causing the usual distress, The 
situation on the Black River and Chippewa 1s 
reported unchanged this morning. 

At Portage, Wia., the Wisconsin River is etill 
Tising, and the St. Paul tracks are threatened. 
Men have been set to work building alevee to 
protect the Portage Branch of the St. Paul Rail- 
way. 

At Winona, Minn., the water in the Missis- 
sippi River rose one foot last night, end is still 
rising. The people in the First and Fourth 
Wards are the greatest sufferers from the floods, 
boate being required totransport the inhabitants 
to dry places. The water is pouring over 
Fourth-street in the westend of the city, and 
the tracks of the Milwaukee Railroad are par- 
tially covered witn water. 


GOLD FROM THE RUBBISH. 


PLACER MINING IN THE HEART OF 
PROVIDENCE. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 17.—People 
hereabouts are being treated to a novel spec- 
tacle, nothing less than gold digging in the heart 
of the city. On the wastes known as the Cove 
lands, north of the Union Station, rich placer 
digging is going on that will probably yield big 
for two or three months tocome. On the wastes 
is a broad pile of the rubbish of the Chase Build- 
ing, one of the half dozen imposing blocks that 
were wiped out in the half-a-million-dollar fire 
of Feb. 15 last. Inthe building was the manu- 
facturing jewelry establishment of W. H. Robin- 


son & Co. Shortly after the tire the mass of 
rubbish and earth that lay piledin the cellar 
was carefully carted to and dumped on the Cove 
lands, and a watchman was stationed over it, 
and has been on guard there day and night 
éver since. Now the firm is mining for its gold 
and silver after the old California method of 
sluice washing. An engine pumps water for the 
sluiceway from a pood afew hundred yards up 
the Woonasquatucket River. The sluiceway is 
about 100 feet long, and is made up of boxes 
or sluices each about 10 feet long. Theyempty 
into a basin which contains the quicksilver nee- 
essary for securing the washed gold ani silver. 
The eartn and rubbishare thrown in at the head 
of tbe sluiceway and washed and sifted by 
each sluice until nothing but the finer particles 
float onward to the qwicksilver basin. The 
scene is almost as picturesque as some of Bret 
Harte’s descriptions. This novel “ claim” is ex- 
pected to yield $7,000 or $8,000 worth of the 


precious metals.

SUCCESSFUL FISH CULTURE. 


HOW THEY ARE HATCHED 
SPRING HARBOR. 

Yesterday a number of gextleman inter- 
ested in fish culture, amcng them N. T. Sprague, 
F. Endicott, and W. C. Harris, at the invitation 
of E. G. Blackford, one of the State Commis- 
sioners of Fish, visited the hatchery at Cold 
Spring Harbor, Long Island. The plant of the 
tatchery has been much impieved, and the 
work is now carried on ina commodious buiid- 
jug 65 feet long by 36 feet broad. The lower 
portion is devoted to the fish hatching 
and breeding troughs, Into the building 
there is introduced an ainple flow 


of the purest spring water, derived from sources 
immediately outside of the building and from 
the grounds in which the hatchery stands. 
Thus controlling the sources, Frederick Mather, 
who has the hatching sstablishment in charge, 
is alwuys sure of havivg good water. The ar. 
rangement of trouxshs was found to be excellent, 
and so managed that there is no splashing or 
overtiow. Whilein actual operation the place 
is perfectly dry. Nothing having been found 
better than the coating of coul tar, so long in 
use, the wooden troughs are covered with that 
substance. 

Fisa were seen in all stages of development, 
from the eggs not yet hatched out to those al- 
ready big enough to bear transportation. 
While the young fish absurbs the yolk sac 
whichis attached tobim he sustains himself 
and does not want feeding, but as soon as the 
fish requires foud he is given boiled mussels, 
finely divided, or triturated clams. There being 
an abundance of natural food for the fish, liver, 
sometimes a substitute, is never used, and It is 
‘hought that, thus fed, the young Cold 
Spring Harbor fisn are more healthy and 
thrive better. In the troughs were land-locked 
salmon, lake trout, brown trout, and Penob- 
scot salmon. TbeCold Spring Harbor establish- 
ment will te ready to deliver this season 
1,000,000 s:oelt, 34.000 land-locked salmon, 
35,000 rainbow trout, and 50,000 brook trout, 
besides keeping over for stuck a very large 
number of young fish. Besides these 2,000,000 
tom cod have already been delivered. The work 
of the hatchery never ceases. In November it 
began hatching brook trout, and in January it 
began with the salmon. 

There are certain risks of loss always incurred 
during the hatching, process, but once the fish 
are produced there is additiona: risk in keeping 
the young tish; so tbat tce sooner the fish are 
shipped to tneir fina! destination the better are 
the chances of success. As yet the hatching of 
salt-water fish, like the cod, bas only been at 
tempted ona small scale, but what might be 
called a small scale toGay would seem to the 
fish culturists of the past as a very large oue. 
Fer the successful culture of gadus, many 
millions would have to be distributed because 
the range of the cod 1s not in ariver or pond, 
but all along a sea coust. In order to vrocure 
salt water, a trench bas been dug, in which 
pipe has been laid, and sea water, by wechanical 
dower, Will in time be introduced at Cold Spring 

arbor, Then Commissioner Blackford and 
Mr. Mather will direct their attention to the 
culture on a@ large suale of cod, lobsters, 114 
other sea dish. A very Ingenious method of 
batching out the cod was shown by Mr. Mather. 
It is known as the tidal process. As the cod 
eggs float they have tu be agitated, and this is 
done by weansof glass jarsand siphons, the 
rise and fall of the tide being thus imitated. 

In the nurseries where the bigser tish are 
kept trout and saimon of various ages were 
shown. There were truut of 1887 and some cf 
1886, with rainbow tront, salmon, and the 
Golden Ide, Cold Spring Harbar hatchery las 
the advantage of being an auxiliary of the 
United States Fish Commission, as the New- 
York Commission receives egcss from 
the United States and hatches .and dis- 
tributes them to the benefit of the State of 
New-York. - For that excellence of method 
which it brings about certainly in its results the 
Cold Spring Harbor hatchery may bs regarded 
asatype of what is beat. Under its present 
judicious management. a return in fish for the 
money expended always being held in view, the 
advantazes derived from the Cold Spring Har- 
bor hatchery are certainly manifest.

CORRUPTION AT THE POLLS. 


Arsany, April 17.—When tho : Fassott 
Dill prehibiting bribery at the polls was un- 
der discussion in Committee of the Whole of 
the Assembly last week Editor John I. Platt 
disclosed himself as a defender of tho de- 
‘bauchers of votes, several eminent mem- 
bers of which class he has in his county, and 
w:th whose work he is more than fawiliar. 
Seeking to fortify his position in opposition 
ito the measure ho said that he was, and had 
Deon for years, an officer of an anti-bribery s0- 
ecloty in Dutchess County, and that, though 
thousands of dollars had been spent, not a con- 
‘viction had been obtained. The editor sought 
tte convey the impression that the anti- 
bribery association opposed the Fassett 
Dill, and that suon an inference was drawn by 
the members of the association was made ap- 
parent when the bill came up on its final passage 
to-day. After several members had expressed 
‘their views Senator Crosby of New-York, who is 


‘sontinuing bis good work of turning light on 
“Editor Platt’s schemes, sent to tho Clerk’s desk 
‘thie dispatch, dated Poughkeepsie, April 12, and 
‘addressed to “Assemblyman Crosby or Saxton.” 

At a meeting of the Political Reform Association 
of Poughkeepsie, commonly called the Anti- Bribery 
‘Society, it was 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the committes, 
which has been for years contending against bribery 
at the polls, that the Fassett bill to punish bribery 
at elections is in the interest of purity of elections, 
and lias the committee’s hearty indorsement. 

That is the experience of the association that the 
only way to get evidence of bribery at elections is to 
use the bribed person a8 a witness against the 
briber. 

Thatitis the experience of the association that 
the deterring of so-called reputable persons from 
puying votes is the only way to prevent bribery. 

That while pominaliy @ member of the Executive 
Committee Mr. John I. Platt has not acted with the 
‘committee for anumber of years and has never 
given the committee any practical assistance, 

That Mr. Platt’s remarks in tho Assembly on the 
bill do not express the views of the other members 
of the committee. 

That while the Executive Committee has spent 
large sums and mado great efforts and yet has not 
secure any convictions, its efforts have accom. 
= much for pure elections here, suppressing 

ribery at the polls entirely at several elections and 
have made vote-buying in thisc mmnnity disrep- 
atable.

Yetin the face of this dispatch discrediting 
the Poughkeepsie crank in his own home 44 
members of the Assembly to-day thrust their 
noser between the finger: of the friend of vute 
buyers and permitted him to lead them around 
to the infinite amazement and disgust of the 
honest and respectable members of the House. 
No wonder the crau.k rubbed his hands with 
glee and slipped sr x1nd the chamber after he 
had landed his 483 i .pes Seldom indeed does 
he have luck lke thai, for he is usually laughed 
out of court. 

There were a namber of amendments to 
the bill as it caz:e up for final passage. 
One by Dr. Bush of Chemung made it ap 
plicable to primaries and conventions as 
well as elections, but this was defeated. An- 
other by Mr. Weel of Clinton makesita mis- 
demeanor for an employer to ‘coerce or im- 

roperly influence’ an employe in regard to the 
atter’s vote, and punishes such interference 
with a tine of from $200 to $400. Both 
these amendments were adopted, though 
Mr. Saxton of Wayne protested earnest- 
ly against extending a law designed 
to protect the voter at the polls to the primaries 
and conventions. An amerdmenst by Judge 
Greene of Orange strikes out the last section of 
the bill providing that the person furnishing 
evidence sufficient to convict a violator of the 
Jaw shallreceive a reward of $50. To thia sec- 
tion Mr. Sheshan ani Mr. John Martin of New- 
York had ovjected, holdivg that it furnished an 
opportunity for conspiracies of men desiring to 
swear away the honor and liberty of others. 
Then the Poughkeepsie friend of the vote buyers 
offered this as asubstitute for section 1 of the 
Fassett bill: 

“Tt shall not belawfal for any person to directly 
receive wroffer or promise to receive any monev or 
other valaable thing as @ consid ‘ration or reward 
for casting his vote for, or withholding his vote 
from, any candidate tor any office at any municipal, 
county, district, Scat, or Dational election held in 
the State of New-York.’ . 

The section for which this was offered asa 
substitute provided that it should be unlawful 
to bribe or try to bribe in any way any person 
with the purpose of influencing his vote. It 
was directed against the briber, and a further 
section protected the persou bribed from _ prosae- 
cution if he go upon the stand and furnish evi- 
dence. against the briber. To this iatter sec- 
tion the crank nad an amendment which 
fubstituted for tne protected witness the 
peraon of the briber. himself. This mon- 
strous proposition excited only amusement, no- 
body dreaming that enough votes in its favor 
to tack it upon the Fassett bill could be ob- 
tained. “Buying votes is an svil,” said the 
crank, With that peculiar whine commonly at- 
tributed to insincere parsons. ‘‘There is noth- 
ing so desirable or marketabls as the vote ofa 
freeman. I am acquainted with many men 
who buy votes [winks.] They do not bny be. 
cause they want to, but because the votes are 
in the market and they think it necessary to 
have them in order to protect the State.” 

There was a time when this corrupt sort of 
reasoning would have startied the House, but it 
bas becoms familiar since John [. Platt broke 
into the Capito!. The Platt amendmenta finally 
reached a vote. and to the unspeakable aston- 
ishment of the leaders of the Assembly, and hen- 
ess men generally, it was found that votes 
enough to secure their passage were recorded on 
the affirmative side. Hereis the noble band of 
men who believe the poor fellow wh9otakes a 
bribe should be punished, while the rich man 
who gives it should escape. Republicans in 
roman, Democrats in ilalics :

It was apparent as soon as the vote on the 
amended bill began that it would pass. Accord- 
ingly all the friends of the original bill turned 
in and voted for the amended ineasure, with the 
hope that in a conference committee the vicious 
Platt amendments may be expunged. 

Mr. Gurdon’s bill providing for railroads in the 
transverse roads of Central Park, passed the Aa- 
sembly this morning without a dissenting vote. 
Under its terms the Park Commissioners, with 
the concurrence of the Commissioners of the 
Binking Fund, are autherized to make contracts 
for the construction and operation of these rail- 
ruads on terns satisfactory to the head of thede- 

artment and the Sinking Fund Commissioners. 

ection 2 of the bill provides that the authori- 
ties named may arrange with the contractors 
for the coustruction and op srstion of the road; 
that the cost of construction ‘shall be paid by 
the city in installments out of the compensation 
which such persup or corporation sball agree to 
ay to said city under any such contracy from 
ime to time as such compensation shall be re- 
ceived.” Should no such agreement be made 
the city is to raise money for the construction 
of the road by the issue of bonds. Steam loco- 
motive power is not to be used on these roads, 

By the terms of a bill introduced by Mr. Kim- 
ball, which passed the Assembly this morning, 
sayings banks are permitted to inveat deposits 
in Union free school district bonds issued for 
schoo! purpuses. 

Mr. Ewery’s bill exempting from the 5 per 
cent. tax iinposed on racing associations by the 
law of last year associations on whose tracks no 
gawbling or pool selling is allowed passed the 
Assembly to-day. 

The senate Committee on General Laws will 
to-1worrow report to the Senate, without recom- 
mendation, the Cantor, Arnold, and Langbein 
Anti-Trust bills. Although this committee spent 
a week investigating trusts, and acqaired pretty 
nearly @ pound of printed testimony, its ideas 
of trusts are apparently too vague to permit it 
to act intelligentiy upon measures referred to 1t 
by the Senate. It therefore shirks all responsi- 
bility and forces the Senate to give to the three 
billa the time and consideration which should 

ustly come from the committee. Should the 

Senate Committee on General Laws wander off 
somewhere and get lost it never would be 
Missed. 

The Reilly bill fixing the maximum telepnone 
charges in New-York and Brooklyn at $6 and 
in all other parts of the State at $4 @ month, 
will be reported favorably to the Senate to- 
morrow. Itis provided in the bill that where 
the distance between the nearest central office 
or exchange and the rented telephone is more 
than one mile an additional rate of not more 
than $1 a month for each additional mile may 
be charged. : 

The Assendly Ways and Means Committee 
thia afternoon gave a hearing on the Brundage 


bill taxing .personal property, which includes. 


a provision taxing mortgages. In opposition 
to the bill appeared, among others, President 
J. H. Rhodes of the Greenwich Savings Bank 
President Hoguet of the Emigrant’s Savings Bank

relatives of the criminal are permitted to bury 
tho body, but such religious services as they de- 
sire must be held within the prison and attended 
only by officers of the prison and the immediate 
relatives of the executed man, 

The Assembly Cities Committee will to-morrow 
report favorably the bill authorizing the erec- 
tion of a municipal building in New-York at 
some point outside the City Hall Park. The 
Sinking Fund. Commissioners, County Clerk, 
Register, and Surrogate are created a board to 
=— the work, which is to be done by con- 

ract. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Scott de- 
nounced in vigorous terms before the Assembly 
Railroad Committee to-day the General Raii- 
road billintroduced by Assemblyman Haggerty, 
under which the Metropoliton Transit Company 
would by able to build a “ branch” road through 
Broadway from Chambers to Forty-second- 
street. The company, he said, had no financial 
or business standing, and all that it desired was 
s0me sort of recognition of its existence from 
the Legislature which would give ita position 
in which it could dicker and trade. 

A statement of the expenses incurred by the 
District Attorney of New-York City in con-

SOME PERSONAL REMARKS. 


FLOW OF LANGUAGE IN THE 
MANIC CHAMBER. 

A most astonishing contest took place in 
the Board of Aldermen yesterday. The fight-- 
for fight it was—occurred over the disposition 
of a majority and a minority report of the Com- 
mittee on Railroads on the proposition of the 
New-York and Long Island Railroad Company 
to construct atunnel under the East River and 
through certain city streets to connect with the 
Forty-second-Street Station. 

The majority report was signed by Aldermen 
Mooney, Tait, Joseph Murray, and Rinckhoff. 


It was against the project, and among the ar- 
guments were the following: 


“TInnumerable attempts to divert the traffic of 
this city to other localities have from time to time 
been made in our State Legislature and elsewhere, 
anil your committee regrets to say in some cases 
successfully—by bridging the Hudson Hiver and 
impairing the free navigation of the stream, as at 
Poughkeepsie, in the interest of private individuals 
and corporations and to the advantage of our rivals 
in cities in the Eastern States—and always 
against the most earnest protests of our city authori-» 
ties; but the application under consideration 
surpasses in cvol effrontery any project of 
@ like character ever called to their attention. 
Reflection is lost in amazement in contemplating 
the possibilities for evil to this city and its interests 
that are contained 1n the application of this railroad 
company and certain to belall the city if the propo- 
sition isiavorably considered by those whose first 
duty it ie “o avert jnst such threatened evils, if in 
their power. ‘To ask the representatives of our peo- 
ple to inflict these evile upon their constituents by 
their votes in the Board of Aldermen is certainly an 
evidence that the intelligence of the members of this 
board is sadly underrated by the petitienersa, who 
doubtless imagined that the real objects and pur- 
poses in view were so skillfully disguised in the ap- 
plication that there was but very little. if* 7. dan- 
ger of discovery. Arefusalto grant the privilege 
asked will now, also, serve as & warning to deter 
other companies or individuals from attempting to 
practice like deceptions upon the corporate authori- 
ties of this city. 

“TIn-conclusion, your committee, being of opinion 
that your honorable body is not desirous of bring- 
ing the sand hills of Long Island into any closer or 
more active competition with the real estate located 
within our own corporate limits, more than half of 
which is still vacant and unimproved; that you are 
not in favor of giving a syndicate of indivitualse—a 
trust, in the most offensive sense—an opportunity 
to enter into active competition for the controi of 
the traffic of the port of New-York and the business 
ofour own citizens, nor desirons of taking any ac- 
tion which will tend, in tho remotest degree, to in- 
terfere with the future progrese and prosperity of 
the city of New-York, respectfally offer for your 
adoption a resolution sgainst the project.” 


The minority report was signed by Aldermen 
Fitzsimmons, Conkling, and Storm. It favored 
the company’s proposition. Chairman Fitz- 
simmons asked that both reports be laid over 
and printed. 

Alderman Moonsy asserted that if the fran- 
chise were granted to the company the news- 
papers would declare tnat the Aldermen voting 
to grant it belonged to Austin Corbin. 

Alderman Conkling remarked that Mr. Corbin 
had no connection with the New-York and Long 
Island Railroad Company. 

Chairman Fitzsimmons made several motions, 
all designed to defeat the majority report, ora 
at least to prevent the immediate consideration 
of the project. All the motions were defeated, 
however. Finally the majority report was 
adopted, President Forster voting with the ma- 
jority. Only Aldermen Conkling, Fitzsimmons, 
Hubbell, and Storm voted against the report. In 
making an explanation of bis vote Alderman 
Mooney refiected upon the integrity of Alder- 
man Conkling. This provoked the latter to reply, 
and this is what he said: 

* When the Alderman from the Twenty-third 
Ward—Mr. Mooney—declares that I am inter- 
ested in the stock of this orany other road he 
makes a falee statement. My only property 
consists in city bonds, real estate, and mort- 
gagea. His statement therefure is false, mali- 
ciour, and unmanly. I never boasted that I 
owned stock ina city railroad whose application 
for a franchise was pending before the Common 
Council of which I was & member. Can the 
Alderman from the Twenty-third Ward say as 
much? I never boasted that I held the Board 
of Aldermer in my hands. Can the Alderman 
from the Twenty-third Ward say that*he never 
did so? I never asked who waa ‘to be seen’ in 
regard to railroad franchises. Can the Alder- 
man from the Twenty-third Ward say as much? 
I am not interested in this or any other railroad, 
and his insinuation was false and malicious.” 

Tne Aldermen held their breath at the insin- 
uations of Alderman Conkling. Mooney was 
restiess, but President Forster recognized him, 
aud he rose to reply to his colleague. He said: 

** When the Alderman of the Seventh District 
(Mr. Conkling] says that I stated he was inter- 
ested in this road he tells an untruth. I’ve 
called him so once or twice before, but he isn’t 
gentleman enough toresentit. Llaay when you 
charge me with making such a statement you 
tell an untruth, and you know you tell an un- 
truth. No gextleman, no person, save a monkey- 
skulking man like the Alderman from the Sev- 
enth District, would dare approach me in the 
matter of railroad franchises. I have been here 
three years and no one oan say that I was ever 
approached. He has been in the habit of doing 
monkey business. Yet monkey business runs in 
the family. I wili hold him personally responsi- 
ble for his words before he leaves this chamber 
orin the neighbornood of the City Hall, anda I 
here give him fair warning.” 

Mr. Conkling tried to make oa reply, but he 
was shut off by President Forster. 

Alderman Mooney was met during the even- 
ing inquiring auxiously about the condition of 
the dying ex-Senator Conkling. “I wish you 
would say,” he said to a TIMES reporter, ** that I 
regret very much my remark in the Common 
Council meeting to-day about the ex-Senator. 
ee Isaid was very wrong, und I am sorry 
for it.”

THE BREWERIES AGAIN IN 
OPERATION YESTERDAY. 
ABOUT ‘60 #RR CENT. OF THE MEN TAKEN 
BACK WPON THE TERMS DICTATED 

BY THR BREWERS, 


The fight Between the brewors and their 
employes pyomises to be of short duration. 
Although i$ was begun on Monday, the real 
struggle began yesterday, and nothing that oo- 
curred indicated that the contest was deserving 
of so pugnacious aterm. The breweries which 
participated in Monday’s lock-out were opencd 
yesterday morning for reorganization ona new 
basis. To every man who applied for work were 
presented the resolutions adopted by the brewers 
on Monday. In these resolutions the brewers 
guaranteed to pay the same scale of wages for 
the same Damber of hours as haa prevailed in 
the year that closed on Sunday; they promised 
not to discharge any employes upon the demand 
or at the request of any labor organization, and 
they demanded tHat their employes should 
not recognize or submit to the dictation of 
any organization or persons except their em- 
ployers, Qn any question pertaining to their 
work; and, furthermore, that their omployes 
should not aid inany boycott of the manufact- 
ures of thoir employers. 

These rosolutions were réad in English or 
German toe every man who applied for work at 
any of tho 78 breweries the owners of which 
have decided to conduct their business in their 


ownway. The applicants were asked if they 
were willing to abide by the terms of the reso- 
luvions. Affirmative answers were always given, 
and such men as had some knowledge of the 
business, or were not known as “ Socialists” or 
Communists, were at once engaged. 

There were no scenes of excitement in or 
about any of the breweries which had been shut 
down on Monday. There were no crowds around 
any of them, and there was no one to interfere 
with or intimidate the men who applied for 
work. None ofthe brewers evince1 any sur- 
prise at the return of many of their old men, 
nor were the latter questioned regarding their 
standing in the organization which had resolved 
to brand as “scabs” the men who took the 
places of those who had been locked out. Had 
such a question been put the men would en 
ably have said, as one of their number did later 
in the day at the headquarters of the Journey- 
men Brewers’ Union No. 1, that the men had no 
quarrel with their employers; that the trouble 
was between the brewers and organized labor 
generally. 

If the men in search cf information had de- 
pended upon the leaders of the men for it they 
would have secured very little, and that little 
would have been to the effect that the men had 
gone back to work or would do 80 as quickly as 
they could be re-engaged; and, again, that none 
of the men bad gone back to work or had no in- 
tention of doing so until the employers bent the 
knee. Both of these stories were told at the 
men’s headquarters subsequent to the adjourn- 
ment of two meetings held at Clarendon Hall. 
At these meetings the shop delegates made their 
reports, and although the reports were received 
with the utmost warmth, they were of entirely 
too general a character to be of much vaiue. For 
instance, it was reported that Conrad 
Stein had offered to deposit $2,000 as a 
guarantee that he would’ keep faith 
with his men if they would = return 
to work without compelling him to sign a con- 
tract. Nothing was done in the case, and it was 
afterward denied that Mr. Stein baa made such 
an offer. A tempestuous reception was tendered 
thse announcement that within a few duye there 
would be enough “union” beer in New-York to 
supply 1,500 saloons and that 40 carloads were 
on the way from Philadelphia. Picket and bor- 
cott committees were appointed, the former to 
reason with nen who show an inclination to ac- 
cept work in any of the 78 _ breweries, 
and the latter to request saloon -* 
ers not to buy “non-union” beer. t 
was announced at the men’s headquarters 
that the engineers and firemen, who had 
not gone out Monday, would be called out to- 
day. This may not mean a great dealin the face 
of the fact that the engineers surrendered their 
charter two days ago. There waa acomplete 
lack of statistical information at the men’s 
headquarters. No one seemed to know how 
many men had been locked out or had returned 
to work, and when any of those in charge were 
asked in what condition the “ pool’? breweries 
were thereply was generally that they were 
closed. 

A visit to several of the “pool” breweries 
showed a very different condition of affairs. 
George Ebret’s brewery was in full blast. 
Nearly 50 per cent.. or 115, of his old men had 
applied for work and heén taken back, under a 
promise that he was the only authority they 
would recognize. Ebfet had a full complement 
of men, about half of them being new men. 
Peter Doelger had 66 men at work. At the F. & 
M. Schaefer Brewing Company all the old driv- 
ers had reported for work and 50 per cent. of the 
“ineide’ men hac alseo made application and 
been taken back. Several of the old hands 
were refused work on the. ground that 
they had been ae disturbing element 
and were known to call themselves 
Socialista and, 1n eome cases, Communists. The 
company was working full handed, baving se- 
cured new men to the extent of 50 per cent. of 
their old force. Eighteen of Henry Clausen's 
drivers reported for work, and the rest are ex- 
— to apply to-day. At the brewery of 

oseph Doelger’s Sons all the old drivers had 
returned to work. The firm had refused to 
take more than 15 of the old “inside” men 
back, as it had more applications for work than 
it could dispose of. Henry Elias — that 
he bad all the men he needed, and that he had 
been buay all day sending out beer. At Rup- 
pert’s brewery it was announced that the recog- 
nized leaders among the old employes would rot 
be taken back. The information received ut 
Ringler’s brewery was that nearly all the old 
men would return to work. Word was recelvod 
by Secretary Seifert yesterday morning that 
the drivers of the Abbott Brewing Company, 
Brooklyn, which makes ale.and porter: as well as 
beer, had refused tu handle beer. As the men were 
working under a cuntract that did not compel 
them to handle beer, Mr. Seifert sent word that 
they should not be asked todo so. It was said 
at the respective breweries owned by the Eich- 
ler Brewing Company, David Meyers, Joseph 
Kuntz, A. Hupfel & Sons,anda J. & M. Haffner 
that all the men required had been secured. 

There were only amiling faces to be tound at 
the brewers’ headquarters at 2 -Irving-place. 
Secretary Seifert was particularly jubilant, and 
Presidant Miles was little less so. They conaid- 
ered the fight already won. All ys neegrenry 
from brewerles: for labor, Secretary Seifert said, 
had been filled promptly. At least 50 per cent. 
of the old men ha returned to work 
under the conditions imposed by their em- 
ployers. The men whose places-bad been filled 
must go elsewhere for wor Under no circum- 
stances would such new men 4s performed their 
work satisfactorily be discharged to make way 
for old men. verything promises well and 
every brewery would be working this morning. 
The brewers had considered the battle won be- 
fore the fight began and they had made no mis- 
take, Calle for not more than 250 new men had 
been made upon the labor bureau. é 

Had the maltsters gone on strike? They had 
to the number of 150. They were under a con- 
tract to work until the end of the season for 
Tuking malt, but broke the contract by striking. 
The atrike was supposed to be one of the sym- 
pathetic kind, as the men had no griévance. The 
Maltsters who went on strike are employed by 
Obermeyer & Liebner, the F. & M. Sohaefer 
Company, Beadleston & Woerz, and Liebmann 
& Sons. These firms make their own malt. 

Was there any likelihood of a beer famine in 
or around New-York? Secretary Seifert said 
there was none in sight, nor did he think there 
would be any. The annual production of beer 
inthe United States was 26,000,000 barrels. 
All but 600,000 barrels of this amount was 
manutactured by the association of which the 
78 brewers who ordered the lock-out are mem- 
bers. In New-York and vicinity, the annual 
output of beer was 5,306,000 barrels. The 
association members manufactured all of it but 
300,000 barrels. Tho natural increase cof 
consumption last year, in and around 
Now-York, was 393,000 barrels. The 15 
brewers who have signed the union’s contract 
could not supply one-half of the natural in- 
crease, in addition to their own trade, to say 
nothing about the trade supplied by the asso- 
ciation brewers. If the 15 brewers ran for a 
year at their full capacity their production 
would not be more than 300,000 barrels. When 
these breweries exhausted their present stock 
they would come to a standatill, as beer to be 
fit to drink must stand for three months after it 
has been manufactured. 

What would be the effect of the men’s boycott 
upon the beer-producing interests of New-York ? 
It would probably be imperceptible. The calls 
made upon saloon keepers by boycott commit- 
teea would probably result in a large crop of 
“No pool beer” signs. The signs would general- 
ly mean nothing, except in saloons frequented 
entirely by the labor element or the Socialistic 
part of it. 

Would the brewers arbitrate any difference 
that might exist between them and their old 
men % here was nothing to arbitrate. The 
men, through their leaders, had decided to com- 
pel their employers. to buy only such malt, coal, 
and barrels as they—the men—pleased. The 
brewers, instead of waiting to have the demand 
thrust upon them, close up shop. After re- 
maining closed up for part of a day, the shop 
was reopened under a system which permitted 
the owner to have someaay in his business, while 
he paid his new men the same Wages as were 
paid to his old men, and only asked of them the 
same number of hours of work: Not a member 
of the association had shown any sign of weak- 
ening. They would stand firm so long as one 
brick of the millions owned by them.stood upon 

_another. The brewers will hold a meeting at 
their exchange at 3 o'clock this afternoon. The 
men, it was said at their headquarters yester- 
day, intend to hold a mass meeting at Couper 
Union to-morrow evening. 

For the information of both aides it may be 
stated that the State Board of Arbitration held 
a meeting yesterday and decided to visit New- 
York to attempt to secure a settlement of the 
difficulty between the brewérs and their old 
employes. The board will make its headquart-

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men needed, but drivers were scarve, The old 
employes kept away from the breweries and at- 
tended a meeting at 183 MoKibben-street, where 
they listened to encouraging speeches and 
were told thatthe support of a halt dozen la- 
bor organizations was promised them in the 
struggle. 

The breweries of Monroe Eckstine and the 
Barschman Brewing Company, at Staten 
Island, started yesterday with a third of their 
usual force, It is expectea that a conference 
will be held this morning between the brewers 
and the men, ; 

Four hundred and ten men are locked out at 
Newark, N. J. At noon yesterday the brewers 
posted notices that no more men were required. 

At Paterson, N. J., the employes of the two 
breweries returned to work yeaterday under a 
promise to work for their employers regardless 
of the dictation of outsiders. 

Except that in the tenement quarters there 
were a number of “no pool beer” signa, the 
effect of the boycott was not apparent. Many 
saloon keepers Jaughed at tho idea of a beer 
boycott. One told how several German journey- 
men brewers had entered his saloon on Monday 
night and had, contrary to custom, called for 
whisky, announcing that they intended to boycott 
beer. It was all the same to tho saloon keeper, 
though he was pained to observe that the Ger- 
mane did not seem to enjoy the whisky as much 
as they oo pees toenjoy beer. Another saloon 
keeper said he had no objection to a beer boy- 
cott, as it always incroased his trade. He made 
a point of keeping a boycotted article and of 
quietly advertising the fact. A number of saloon 
Keepers said that not one laboring man in a 
dozen asked whv manufactured the beer that 
was _— before him, and not one in two dozen 
care 


Cricaco, April 17.—‘‘ The strike is over,” 
said Secretary Niehlein of the Brewers’ Assovia- 
tion thismorning. “All the breweries have re- 
sumed work, and I havejust received word from 
Keeley’s that they have all tue men they want, 
and good men, too. They will takenone of their 
old men back. The strikers made a big mistake 
when they auit work. Their union at Milwau- 
kee has been destroyed, the union here is out of 
work, and how will they support the 4,000 men 
locked out in New-York?” 

A prominent brewer said that brewing had 
been resumed in his establishment and enough 
skilled men had been secured to do the work. 

“Many good men,” he said, “who were dis- 
missed from the upion for trifling oftenses—for 
the union was very arrogant when it was in 
power—are now at work in the breweries. Be- 
fore the strike they could not get work. Now it 
is their turn to get even. The brewers never 
would have struck if they had not been deceived 
by their leaders. As a sample of the yarns which 
the agitators tell the strikers, take the story 
from New-York yesterday that 19 firmsthere had 
left the association and signed contracts with 
the union.” 

All the coopers employed in the Chicago brew- 
eries left their work to-day, refusing to work 
with non-union brewere. This caused consider- 
able ae | in the operation of the breweries as 
far as the coopering departments were con- 
cerned, but during the day some men were found 
to do the work or part of it. There was the be- 
ginning of a strike in the coupering eatablish- 
ments also. At a few places the men were 
asked to do work that had heen left by the atrik- 
ing coopers in the breweries, but on thoir refus- 
ing to do it the bosses did notinaist. At one 
cooper’s —_ the men struck on account of non- 
union work being forced on them. 


CINCINNATI, April 17.—The conditions are 
favorable for a general lock-out here of brewers. 
Moerlin having refused to reiustate @ man at 
the request of his fellow-workmen they struck, 
and their action was ratified last night by the 
Brewers’ Union, which declared an immediate 
boycott on Moerlin’s beer. ‘the boss brewers, in 
anticipation of this, some days ago resolved to 
stand together in case any one was boycotted. 
In obedience to this resolution one of Moerlin’s 
customers, who this morning stopped taking 
Moerlin’s beer and tried to buy elsewhere, was 
refused. Both sides are committed to a contest. 


DEAD AMONG STRANGERS. 


A BROOKLYN WOMAN DIES AT BUTTE 
OF PNEUMONIA, 

Butter, Montana, April 17.—A lady about 
45 years of age arrived in this city last week 
and stopped at the Centennial Hotel. She was 
taken down with pneumonia, from which 
she died Thursday morning. The death of the 
woman deserves more than passing notice. An 
investigation brings to light the fact that she 
was the fourth wife of C. A. Wetton, who com- 
mitted suicide at Princeton, Ill., Aug. 14. 1882, 
in the presence of his fifth wife, Eva 
Gosse, whom hoe ad married at Prince- 


ton, while Mrs. Wetton, No. 4, resided in Broox- 
lyn. Wetton, at the time of his death, 
was Auditor of the Des Moines and Fort Dodge 
Raiirvoad, and when the officers were about to 
arrest him on the charge of bigamy he got 
desperate, and fearing consequent exposure of 
his conduct he blew his brains ou$ with a six- 
shooter. The affair at the time created a sensa- 
tion.. Mra. Weston left a son about 21 years of 
age, living in Philadelphia. Among her effects 
fustrictious were found to telegrapt Mrs. Con- 
ley, 171 Peari-strest, New-York, iu case of ac- 
cident. The woman recently arrived from Brook- 
lyn, where ashe was re oe by Mr. Charles 8, 
Higgins, but came West to enter the omploy of 
Peter Valiton of Deer Lodge as housekeeper, 
Bhe teft the situation when told the money ai- 
vanced for railroad fare would be deducted from 
her salary. 
No response having been received to the tele- 
m senttothe relatives of the woman, the 
ody was turned over to Undertaker Kirby, the 
County Commissioners having ordered burial as 
a pauper. This, however, Mr. Kirby would not 
consent to, as the dead woman’s effects are 
almost sutficient to pay expenses, and he de- 
cided he would bear the rest of the expense him- 
self if necessary, rather than the woman should 
be buried as a pauper. 


THE PROPRIETOR ABSENT. 
Lessee W. N. Blinn of the Hotel Shel- 
burne, at Fifth-avenue and Thirty-sixth-street, 
has mysteriously disappeared. He has been 
missing for more than a week, and the hotel! is 
being managed by Clerks O’Hara and Griffiths.

it would not surprise meif he opened the door 
and walked in at apy moment. o, be is not in 
tho habit of going off in tbia way, and he never 
went away before without first telling where he 
was going and when we might expecthim. A 
week ago Sunday night he was in his usual good 
health and went up to his room. He occupied 
his bea that night, but could not be found Mon- 
day morning, nor has anybody seen him since. 

“T know of no reason for his leaving, po em- 
barrassment of any kind. Financially the 
hotel is sound.

O’Hara induced them to come back and the 
hotel is being run as usual, but without an 
executive head. Mr. Blinn’s brother, Homer, 
who has a half interest in the managemont, is 
away 1n Vermont, ill.”

DAY IN DAYTON. 

THE OHIO REPUBLICAN CONVENTION 
WHICH IS TO COMPLIMENT THE SEN- 
ATOR AND WORK FOR FORAKER. 

Dayton, Ohio, April 17.—The Ohio Re- 
publicans are gathering here to act once more 
the farce of pretending to be for John Sherman 
for President; to repeat, with all the conven- 
tional forms, the hollow performance witnessed 
at Toledo in July, 1887; to pass & resolution in- 
dorsing Sherman as a candidate; choose dele- 
gates at large in Sherman’s name and for his 
behalf who will be delegates carefully picked 
out by the friends of Gov. Foraker and 

who will be for Sharman only 80 

long as disagreeable necessity may require, 

when they will be for Foraker for President if 
they cannot get Blaine. The thing is as plain as 
plain can be, The advance guard of Forakor’s 
friends who came in here to-day are all for Sher- 
man, just as they were last Summer at Toledo. 

Bherman is to have everything his own way on 

the surface. The resolution of indorsement is to 

be “‘sweepiug,” and it is to mect with no ob- 
jection from anybody. 

The delegates at large are to be friends at once 
of Sherman and of Foraker. They will probably 
be Gov. Foraker, whom the Sherman men would 


be glad to excuse if they dared to make the 
suggestion that he be left at home; Major Will- 
jam McKinley, who knows how to be discreet; 
Asa Bushnell, and perhaps ex-Gov. Charles Fos- 
ter. Bushnell isa warm iriend of Foraker and 
a strong Blaine man. Foster is a Sherman 
man of thestraight-out sort. For that reason 
and for some other reasons he may _ not 
be chosen. A push may be made to 
put Mr. Butterworth on the list, but 
the Foraker alate does not contain 
his name. Butterworth’s animosity to Blaine, 
hisspeecnes against him, and his residence in 
Cincinnati, which will have Foraker as one rep- 
resentative on the delegation, will be objections 
made to him. The Foraker men, too, have 
found some more serious objections to Foster, 


| They recall the Lincoln celebration at Colum- 


bus, where he told the indignant Blaine men that 
heard him that Ohio was for Sherman for Presi- 
dent and that it bad no  ‘“dark-horse’”’ 
candidate. ae also attributed to him what- 
ever unpopularity the Republican Party has 
achieved at Columbus for the recent liquor legis- 
lation. They have also spoken of him as the 
ally of the Standard Oil Company in its attempts 
to capture the control of the natural gas inter- 
ests of the State, and they generally manifest 
un aversion for him as a delegate at large, going 
80 far as to intimate that they propose to give 
his place to Jerry Brown, & negro Assemblyman 
in the Legislature. 

It is evident enough to any one who talks with 
the Foraker men who are here that the Govern- 
orand John Sherman are aiming at the same 
mark Chicago in 1888 may prove to be a repe- 
tion of Chicago in 1880. Foraker, leading the 
Ohio delegation, may present the name of Sher- 
man In a speech recalling that of Garfleld, aud 
then with all the apparent reiuctance of his 
brilliant predecessor be oblighed to accept the 
nomination himself. That is Foraker’s dream, 
as it is the confession of his admirers. 

The zeal with which Foraker’s cause has been 
studied and advanced is calculated to help the 
belier that the Foraker men know that Blaine 
will not consent to beacandidate. They feel 
perfectly safe in accepting the situation of 
pledging the State for Sherman. That will bind 
them only solongas the convention chooses. 
When the break comes, as the Foraker men are 
sure it will, it will ba away from Sherman and 
nottohim. There is no encouragement of the 
idea that Foraker willbe a candinate for Vice- 
President. According to his friends, he 
would rather go back to the _ prac- 
tice of the law. The ambition of 
the Governor has communicated itself to 
all the Blaine legion. The battle cry is 
not Blaine and Foraker; !t is Blaine or Foraker. 

Nearly all of the district delegates to Chicago 
have been chosen for the State. The last dis- 
trict heard from here waa that of Representa- 
tive Grosvenor, who was at the same time re- 
nominated for Cougress. It is called a Sherman 
district and Grosvenor is one of the Sherman 
leaders, but the Foraker slate—prepared weeks 
ago—contained the names of the two wen 
chosen to-day to vote for Sherman at Chicago. 
One of the delegates is Charles L. 
Kurtz, Gov. Foraker’s private secretary; 
the other is William Merrick, who was entirely 
acceptable, of course, to Foraker’s people. In 
the Thirteenth Congressional District, the first 
to elect, J. P. Bliss and John W. Jones, pro- 
nounced Foraker monon the Foraker slate, were 
chosen to support Sherman’s candidacy at Chi- 
cago, but John Brazer, who was Sherman’s can- 
didate, gotonly seven votes. The other Sher- 
man candidate was John B. Neal, whom Presi- 
dent Hayes made Governor of Idaho, and be 
was defeated. In the Sixteenth District there 
was a contest, and 8 L, Davia and Col. M. 
Churchill defeated Col. W. A. Boone, the friend 
of Gov. Foster, and another Sherman candidate. 

And so the story runs through most of the 
best of the districts. “Judge’’ Lawrence aud 
Keifer, the deplorable and politically-useless 
clog that hangs about the Springfield district, 
were defeated, although Lawrence had written 
a‘ life” of Sherman and was supposed to carry 
1,000,000 votes of wool growers in his pockets, 
The delegates, however, are all to be for Sher- 
man. That is the way the Foraker men cheose 
to putit. It’s of no use to fight, they say, and 
make Sherman and his friends angry. 80 
they will humor his demands, go into 
convention for him, vote for him 
once or twice, and then vote for 
the man whom they prefer. The pretense for 
Sherman is not even skindeep. The hy Sep A 
of the declaration for him in the convention will 
not be greater than it was last Summer, but it 
will be more apparent here. It may be that the 
determination to avoid an outbreak in the con- 
vention against Sherman cannot be adhered to, 
and that the name of Blaine will be mentioned 
in such a way as to provoke the applause that 
Ohio Republicans easily give for Blaine. 

Sherman will not be here. Rooms were taken 
by him at the Beckel House, but they are occu- 
pied by Capt. J. A. Donaldson, who is one of his 
really faithful adherents. The Beckel House is 
the Sherman headquarters, as distingutehed from 
the Phillips House, where Foraker and his par- 
ticular friends will stay. Ketfer is at the Beck- 
el, and he is to be * honored” at the expense of 
the — by being made temporary Chairman of 
the humbug Sherman convention. E. L. Lamp- 
son, the Speaker of the Assembly anda Blaine 
and Foraker man from the Western Reserve, will 
be permanent, Chairman. 

The convention will be called to order at4 
o’clook to-morrow afternoon at the skating rink 
that bas been engaged for the meeting. Itisa# 
large building, capable of comfortably seating 
about 2,500 persons. Its arched iuterior, the 
walls, trusses, and galleries have been lavishly 
decorated with flags and portraite of Blaine, 
Foraker, Arthur, and other distinguished Re- 
publicans, and a portrait of Jorn Sherman oc- 
cupies the principal place in front of the table 
to be used by the presiding officer. ‘lhe work 
for the convention is to nominate a Secretary of 
State, a Judge of the Supremes Court, a member 
of the Board of Public Works, four delegates 
at large to the National Convention, four alter- 
nates, and two Presidential Electors at Large. 

There is but one candidate for Secretary of 
State. Daniel P. Ryan of Portsmouth will be 
nominated by acclamation, Heis ayoung man 
—say avout 32—is President of the Morton Club 
of Partsmouth aud President of the Republican 
Leagues of the State. He will be recalled as the 
temporary Chairman of the National Convention 
of Republican Leagues held in New-York. He 
was a strong Blaine man in 1884, and is consid- 
ered by the younger Republicans asa Blaine 
man still. 

For the place of Judge of the Supreme Court 
there are several candidates. Judge C. A. Bow- 
ersox, who is from the northern section of the 
State, is a giant from Williams County whv has 
been on the Bench by appelntinent, and who de- 
clined a nomination for Congress in 1884 to 
make way for the present Representative, Booth- 
man. The contest will probably be between 
Bowersox anid Judge J. P. Bradbury of Meigs, 
now Judge in the Fourth Judicial Circuit of 
the State. Bradbury will have the support, it 
is asserted, of all the delegates south of the Na- 
tioual Road, which bisects the State in a line 
running east and west. All the other candi- 
dates are north of this line. Other seekers after 
the Judgeship heard from to date are Jacob F, 
Burket of Findlay, Charles R. White of Spring- 
tield, John A. Price of Bellefontaine, 8. A. Wild- 
man of Huron, and L. M. Jewett. 

Wells 8. Jones will probably be renominated 
for emmber of the Board of Public Works.

AT THE BRIDGE TERMINUS 


A SIMPLE METHOD OF IN- 
OREASING FAOILITIES. 
fOUR-CAR TRAINS, WITH DOUBLE PLAT- 
FORM ROOM AND FORTY-SECOND 

INTERVALS, TO BE RUN. 


The question of terminal facilities for the 
New-York and Brooklyn Bridge was settled for 
an indefinite period yesterday afternoon by the 
adoption of the special committee's report recom- 
mending four-car trains and the doubling of the 
present system. 

The Trustees met at 3:30. As soon as they 
were called to order the report of the commit- 
tee, Messrs. Howell and Clarke, on improved 
terminal arrangements was read. It opens with 
the statement that the committee had first 
looked into the cost of the Welliugton circulat- 
ing system, which has already been explained. 
Taois system calls for 18-car_ trains. Real 


estate for the New-York station would cost 
$1,797,750; for the Brooklyn station $456,500, 
8 total of $2,254,250. The real estate for store- 
yardsin Brooklyn would cost $448,000. Two 
station buildings would cost $1,100,000 each, or 
a total of $2.200,000. The requisite new plant 
aud machinery would add $475,000 to the ex- 
pense, and 100 pew cars would cost $400,000, 
making a grand total of $5,777,250. Comment- 
ing on this estimate the committee says: ‘This 
is avery large sum and one which it might be 
wise to expend, so far as it would go, in provid- 
ine new bridves or tunnels rather than to ex- 
pend it upon the present bridge. 

“It is impracticable,” continues the report, 
“to run 18-car trains as proposed by Mr. Wel- 
linzton. The chief engineer considers, aud your 
cowllttee agrees with him, that four-car trains 
are ebout as long as can be safely and quickly 
handled. This does not affect the adoption of 
She circulating system at all, for that is merely 
a inetbod of avoiding switches and an adapta- 
tion to 6limited = space. The space ju 
Brooklyn is not limited, and there 1s 
BO reason why the present rectangular 
eystetu, with tail switching, modified as sug- 
gested by the chief engineer, will not answer 
every purpose for the Brooklyn terminus for 
s0Ine@ Years tocowe. The same system can also 
be applied tothe New-York terminus, and no 
encroachment beyond the present line of tracks 
upon Centre-street and no. new lands will be 
needed, This modification of the present system 
is werely to add two more tracks parallel to 
the present ones, with ivtermediate platforms. 
Adouble set of rails will be required on each 
truck, to avoid the use of switches for incoming 
trains aud leave the tracks unbroken. Under 
the present system the cupacity of the bridge 
railway is limited by the time required to stop 
trains, unload them, switch them into place, 
aud retoad them, whichis 80 seconds. But if 
two trains can be loaded and unloaded simul- 
tancousiy they can be dispatcbed in half the 
time now required, say 40 seconds, thus 
doubling the present capacity of the road.” 

As bow operated, with three-car trains, there 
Is an ivterval of SO seconds between trains. 
This 1s 45 trains, or 135 cars, per hour. 
ear will seat 42 persons, or 5,670 seated passen- 
vers can be carried each heur. Seated and 
stanuing #ach car has a capacity of 126 persona, 
aud 17,010 can be carried per hour. By the pro- 
posed play of four tracks, four-cardrains could 
be run at intervale of 40 seconds, making 90 
trains, ur 36U cars per hour. These would carry 
in that time 15,120 seated passengers, or 45,360 
seated and standing. The estimat?d cost by this 
improved rectangular system of four tracks is: 
Store vard for 75 cars, $168,000; station build- 
ings,$260,000; 75 new ears, $300,000; new plant 
and machinery, $45,000; total, $773,000. The 
New-York atation will cost $140,000, and the 
Brooklyn $120,000. 

The committee has no doutt that the im- 
prove: rectangular system is the one to be first 
carried out and used until the tratic outgrows 
it. Ita safety has been tested by over four 
Years’ experience and the conveyance of 
90,000,000 passengers In more than 700,000 
trains without accident to life or limb, with the 
exception of the loss of a foot by a passenger in 
December, 1285. It requires only slight alter- 
ations of the present machinery, and tbe alter- 
ations to the tracks, platforms, and buildings 
can be carried out gradually and paid for out of 
the earnings of the bridge, asin the past. These 
changes wii) uot interfere in the least with the 
trattic upon the bridge. The safety appliances 
recommended by the experts cap be equally 
well applied tu this syste as tu the circulating 
system should it be decided that they are 
pDeetel. 8o alsoa second set of overhead tracks 
to carry the trains of the Brooklyn elevated 
railways can be applied to one systein as 
well as another, if they are wanted. 
The number of passengers carried in 1887 by 
three-car trains, $O seconds apart, was 27,940,- 
000. With the same average uumber of passen- 
gers per car, the yearly number that cau be car- 
ried will be about 75,000,000. According to the 
estimate of the experts this number will not be 
reached until 1895. Up to that time this pro- 
posed system will answer with an expenditure 
of $773,000. It would be a more prudent and 
conservative course to put this system in opera- 
tion and postpone the large expenditure until 
the traffic demands it. There 18 no knowing 
whatinvention way produce in the next seven 
years and, says the committee, if the Bridge 
Trustees are not hampered bya present expendi- 
ture of nearly $6,000,000 they will be ready for 
ihe best thing that otters. 

Mr. Auderson moved that the recommenda- 
tions of the committee “be and are hereby ap- 
proved, and that the President and ehief engi- 
neer be and hereby are directed to proceed with 
the improvements as recommended.” Tne mo- 
tion was carried unanimously. 

Chief Engiueer Martin said to a Times report- 
er that when the improvements are made there 
will he two central platforms instead of two 
along the side, Double tracks will run between 
the platforms and single tracks along the out- 
side. The platforms will be 225 feet long 
instead feet, the length of 
the present ones. Each will be- 20 feet 
wide. The middle strip will measure 22 
feet and the outside slips 12 feet. The front of 
the present platforms at this endof the bridge 
is 80 feet further west than the front of the new 
pnes. The whole width of the double arrange- 
ment will be 86 feet. The platforms will be 
reached by broad stairs at each end, and it will 
be necessary to have foot bridges over the 
tracks alsa, The right platform will, as now, 
be devoted to outgoing passengers, and the left 
platform to incoming passengers. At each 
platform there will be two trains instead of one.

Mr. Barry moved to dismiss the proceediug 
and began his case by stating as grounds for 
each dismissal, that the petition was not true, 
ihat the petitioner was not a majority of the 
Trustees, that the petition was not made for the 
penefit of the members of tse corporation, and 
that the court had no jurisdiction to maintain 
the proceeding.

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MAKING THE MAYVUR ANGRY. 


LITTLE MORE THAN SHARP TALE IN 
THE ELECTRICAL BOARD. 

The Board of Electrical Control met in 
the office of Mayor Hewitt in the Stewart Build- 
ing yesterday. All the members were present. 
Tne Mayor began the session by saying that 
some one of the Commissioners had accused 
him of not adopting resolutions for new elec- 
tric light conduits, which would have resulted 
in having wires placed in them, and asked that 
the member who had made the charge acknowl- 
edge his guilt. Nobody took up the gage of 
battle for afew moments, when Mr, Gibbens 
asked if the Mayor referred to him. 

“IT refer to nobody in particular,” replied Mr. 
Hewitt. 

Mr. Gibbens claimed that if the Mayor had 
voted for a resolution which he had introduced 


providing for the construction of 25 miles of 
electric light conduits the city would be lighted 
by electricity by this time. He said that the 
work on electric light conduits was suspended 
. because of the anxiety of the Mayor to let con- 
tracts to various electric light companies to 


light the city. But thescheme of the Mayor was 


a failure® 

The Mayor and Mr. Gibbens both asked ques- 
tions of Edward Lauterbach, who represented 
the Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical Sub- 
way Company, asto the ability of the company 
to have constructed last yearany partof the 
electric light conduits. Mr. Lauterbach an- 
swered that he thought if the work had been 
ordered early in the year zood progress might 
have been made in the construction of the con- 
duits. While he had as yet seen no wild desire 
on the part of electric light companies to place 
their wiresin the conduits already constructed, 
yet this might arise from the fact that there was 
as yet no continuous system of conduits. If the 
25 miles of additional conduits had been ordered 
last'year, such a system might have been made 
ready for the use of such companias, and the 
companies could have been forced to use the 
conduits thus provided. 

A report was read from Leonard F. Beckwith, 
the engineer of the coutracting company, show- 
ing that about 50 per ceut. of the work ordered 
last year yet remained to be completed. 

The Mayor inquired why, if Mr. Lauterbach’s 
company had only performed 50 per cent. of the 
work ordered last year, it recommended that 50 
much new work be authorized. The explana- 
tion was made that the conditions were wore 
favorable for the work this year than in 1887. 

Mr. Gibbens made the Mayor angry by re- 
marking that the latter had failed toapply the 
remedial legislation provided for in the law in 
Case the companies refused to take down the 
poles and wires and place the latter in the con- 
duits provided for them. 

“That is a@ statewent that is absolutely un- 
true,” exclaimed the Mayor. 

“TI reiterate the statement,” 
Gibbens. 

“And I sayit is not true,” retorted the Mayor. 

“Vhe Mayor of the city has refused to order 
tho Bureau of Incumbrances in the Department 
of Public Works to tuke down the poles and 
wires”—this from Mr. Gibbens. 

“The Mayor of the city has done no such 
thing’—this from Mr. Hewitt—‘‘and if he has 
refused to enforce the law why don’t you, as a 
goo citizen, impeach him?” 

“[ am willing to impeach him,” replied Mr. 
Gibbens. 

The board, after some further wranglivg hbe- 
tween Mr. Gibbens and the Mayor, ordered the 
contracting company to goon with the uncom- 
pleted work of last year, beginning with the 
tirst week in May. The plans fur new work 
were referred to the enzinoer of the board.

‘THE CLOSE OF THE ARCHZOLOGIST'S 
CAREER AFTER A LONG ILLNESS. . 
Ephraim George Squier, the well-known 


‘ archwologist, died at 6:30 o’clock yesterday 


morning at the residence of his brother, Frank 
Squier, 310 Lafayette-avenue, Brooklyn. His 
death was not unexpected, but was the result of 
@ sickness of many years’ standing, which 
brought his scientific labors practically to an 
end 17 years ago. ° 

Mr. Squier was born in Bethlehem, N. Y., June, 
17. 1821, and was the son of a Methodist minis- 


ter. In his youth he worked on a farm in Sum- 
mer and taught schoolin Winter, and at an 
early age began those antiquarian researches 
the results of which are among the most valued 
contributions to archwology. Wheau a young 
man he published the village newspaper and 
studied engineering, and in 1841 and the follow- 
ing year he was associated in the publication of 
the New-York. State Mechanic at Albany. A 
year later he published a volume on the 
Chinese. From 1843 to 1848 he was 
again engaged in journalism, first as 
editor of the Hartford Daily Journal, when 
he was efficient in organizing the Whig 
Party of Connecticut, and later of the Sciolo 
Gazette at Chillicothe during 1847 and 1848, also 
serving as Clerk of the Legislature. In the lat- 
ter year he was graduated at Princeton College. 
Henceforward he devoted himself to science, 
His tirst work of note was done in conjunction 
with Dr. Edward Hamilton Davis of Ohio, with 
whom he investigated the ancient mounds of the 
Mississippi Valley and published the results in 
the first volume of the “Smithsonian Contribu- 
tions to Knowledge.” t the request of Albert 
Gallatin, Mr. Squier prépared a “ Memoir on the 
Ancient Monuments of the West,” which was 
published in the ‘‘Tranaactions of the Ethno- 
logical Society.”” Turning his attention to local 
antiquities, he published in 1849, under the au- 
spices of the New-York Historical Society, “Ab- 
original Monuments of the State of New-York 
trom Original Surveys and Explorations.” 

In 1848 he was Chargé d’Affaires to the Re- 
publics of Central America and negotiated 
treaties with Nicaragua, Honduras, and San Sal- 
vador. He visited Central America aguin in 
1853, going as Secretary of the Honduras Inter- 
Oceanic Railway Company, and subsequently 
visiting Europe on behalf of the proposed enter- 
prise, which was never accomplished. He aub- 
sequently published his ** Nicaragua, Its People, 
Scenery, and Monuments,” ‘‘ Notes on Central 
America,” ‘*Waikua, or Adventures on the 
Nicaragua Shore,” “The States of Central 
America,” and “Monograph of Authors Who 
have Written on the Aborizinal Languages of 
Central America.” A work of wider scope 
which attracted much attention was ‘ Tropical 
Fibers and Their Economic Extraction.” In 
1856 he received from the Geographival Society 
ot France a medal in recognition of his Central 
American researches. He was a member of 
varivus scientific and literary societies, and be- 
came editor of Frank Leslie’s publications. He 
was in 1871 the first President of the Anthro- 
pelogical Institute of New-York. He was ap- 
pointed in 1863 United States Commis- 
sioner to Peru, where he traveled 
extensively during two years, examining 
and taking many photograpns of the Inca 
works. Returning to New-York, le began to 
prepare an exhauetive work on the subject, and 
portions were published in Harper’s Mayazine, 
but the completion of the work was interrupted 
by a mental disorder which clouded the remain- 
der of his life. From time to time, however, be 
recovered sufficiently to superiutend the pubii- 
cation of his last researches, under the title of 
* Peru: Incidents and Explorationsin the Land 
of the Incas.” Among other of his publications 
were “The Serpent Symbol,” uw paper in the 
Ethnological Society’s collections on the re- 
mains at Stonehenge, and many contributions 
to the Encyclopedia Britannica and other for- 
eign periodicals. 

Mr. Squier leaves no family. He was married 
to a ludy who subsequently tecame the wife and 
is now the widow of Frank Leslie. Since his 
sickness he has lived with his brother in Brook- 
lyp, and the funeral will take piace from the 
residence of the latter at 8 o’cluck this evening, 
when the Rev. Mr. Phillips of Summerteld 
Methodist Episcopal Church will officiate. He 
left a maas of correspondence and some manu- 
scripts which his brother will examina and, pos- 
sibly, turn over toa competent person fur the 
purpose of selection and publication.

BAD FOOD FOR PATIENTS. 


TESTIMONY AS TO THE MANAGEMENT OF 
MORRIS PLAINS ASYLUM. 


More testimony was taken yesterday at 
the New-Jersey State Asylum for the Insane at 
Morris Plains by the New-Jersey Legislative 
Committees. Dr. Edward R. Morton, now prac- 
ticing in Elizabeth, was called as the first wit- 
ness to show that from the beginning of War 
den Monroe's administration, in 1885, the pa- 
tients had to take pot-luck and got the worst of 
it. Dr. Morton was an assistant at the asylum 
in 1885. Dr. Andrew McFarlane, second assist- 
ant physician, was the noxt witness. He has been 
the most active agent in the prosecution ofthe 
charges against the Monroe administration. He 
said that when he got tired of hearing com- 
— about the atrocious quality of the butter 

@ sent samples of ‘it to an analystin this city. 
The analyst reported that the best of the butter 
might be worth 10 cents a pound as refined 
gtease. When asked if he had complained to the 
Warden or to the Board of Managers he replied 
that he considered that he had no right to com-

edical Superintendent. It was often necessary 
to administer by force to patients who would 
not take food willingly a compound of eggs and 
milk. The compound ought to be fresh and of 
good quality. It was often offensive and sick- 
ening to the smell® 

Dr. McFarlane next compiained that there 
was not sufficient variety in the food to keep 
the patientsin health. He submitted for the 
committee’s inspection a bill of fare for one 
week. It seemed to bear out his charge of lack 
of variety. The quality of food at the meals 
was almost uniformly poor and was not well 
prepared. As $4 per week was allowed as board 
for the indigent patients, and as paying patients 
Were charged from $5 to O per week, 
for board, the witness thought that the food 
should be well cooked and served in wholesome 
variety. kar from such being the case, even 
patients for whom special diet was ordered 
could rarely get suitable nourishment. All the 
other of the day’s witnesses corroborated Dr. 
McFarlane. Dr. Spratling testified that after 
turkey was served one day many patients be- 
came sick. Dr. Henry C. Harris carried com- 
plaints about butter to Warden Monrve, wno 
exhibited bills to him showing charges of 39 
cents per pound. Nearly all who followed 
testified about worms and mold, tainted meat, 
watored milk, stale eggs, rotten vegetables, and 
bad cooking. Oue of the witnesses had been a 
kitchenmaid for six years; the others were at- 
tendants.. Mrs. Jane Nixon, who has charge of 
a ward of old people, said they often became so 
excited over the food that they asked her to 
shoot them to put them out of misery. Mra, 
Williams, attendantin the fractious ward, said 
that most of their fighting was caused by the 
Vile food served them. 

The inquiry will be resumed on May 15, when 
it is expected that the Warden will testify.
